Men and women who attended the concert 
of the Chicago Symphony orchestra last 
night were asked to give individual opin- 
jons on the recent change in the name of the 
institution. 

Since the trustees of the orchestra! asso- 
clation ten days ago adopted the new name, 
abandoning that which for seven years has 
been carried" The Theodore Thomas or- 
chestra ""—there has been wide discussion 
of the question. Mrs. Theodore Thomas has 
warmly objected to the change. 


Majority Oppose Change. 

In an effort to learn the semiment of the 
patrons of the orchestra THE TRIBUNE last 
evening had four reporters at the doors of 
Orchestra hall to ask for opinions. Probably 
one-third of those attending the Concert were 
asked—all that it was possible to reach. The 
vote follows:

Audience Is Representative. 

The Saturday night audience is regarded 
as cosmopolitan—perhaps less representative 
then the Friday afternoon patrons of the 
sentiments of the trustees and guarantors, 
but as indicative of the general senti- 
ment of Chicego music lovers. Neither sét 
of attendants may be said to be lacking In 
pride in the orchestra which Theodore Thom- 
as developed. 

The orchestra trustees announced that they 
changed the name in order to avoid embar- 
rassment which would come if some organi- 
zation of less worth should seize the name 
the Chicago Symphony orchestra, and thus 
trade on the prestige of the established body. 
They added “ founded by Theodore Thomas ” 
that they might preserve the great conduc- 
tor’s name. This does not satisfy the widow 
of Theodore Thomas. 


May Permit Matinee Vote. 

Last night's vote was, of course, not a de- 
liberate one. As many of the 2,000 patrons 
as could be questioned were stopped and asked 
to state their preference offhand. In order 
to get a more leisurely opinion from the Fri- 
day afternoon audience Frederick Wessels, 
business manager, was asked if he would 
permit a straw vote at next Friday's mat- 
inée. He said he would consider it. 

Interesting was an informal caucus of 
twenty members of the orohestra itself. They 
were almost unanimous for the old name. 


Halt to Explain Preference, 

Many considered the issue so painstakingly 
that after having entered the bullding they 
would return and ask to have their vote 
changed. This particularly so at the middle 
doors. 

Most of those in favor of keeping the old 
name paused to explain their preference was 
baged on sentimental reasons.

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TOURISTS SWARMING TO PANAMA, 
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SEATS FOR ALL, 
MERGER PROMISE 


Straphangers Will Become 
Extinct in Four Years, 
Says City Board. 


WILL COST $24,400,000. 


The city’s harbor and subway commission 
has painted a beautiful picture of an ap- 
proach to a perfect transportation system 
in Chicago. If the merger of the surface 
elevated lines is effected and the amortiza- 
tion scheme adopted they represent a better 
transportation system will be obtained thaa 
has existed since the city had a population of 
1,000,000. Athough their picture is in prosaic 
figures, it is the rosiest painting of the trae- 
tion situation yet exhibited. 

The figures of the city commission indicate 
within four years every passenger of both 
the surface and elevated lines will have a 
seat. Every passenger will have a seat even 
in rush hours, with 22,000 seats -to spare, 
according to these statisticians. To put it 
exactly as have the members of the city com- 
mission, the company in 1916 will have a seat- 
ing capacity an hour of 207,000, while the rush 
nour traffic will total only 185,139. It fellows 
necessarily there will be 21,861 vacant seats, 


Reynolds Says Data Are Right. 

These representations are contained In offi- 
clal figures submitted by the comgnission to 
the council committee on local transporta- 
tion. To be certain this interpretation of 
them was not in error, James J. Reynolds of 
the board was consulted. He confirmed the 
correctness of the above interpretation. 

The figures also show that during the re 
mainder of the amortization period—to 1950— 
the number of passengers during the rush 
hour will equal the séate available. In tis 
last year the seats will exceed the number 
of passengers an hour by only 660. From 
amothér viewpoint the figures show there will 
be thirty-three times as Many vacant seats in 
1916 as in 1950. 


Aldermen Are Skeptical. 

So far as any alderman can remember, no 
ene before has represented to. the iocs! 
transportation committee that under any 
scheme of consolidation and operation there 
will come a@ time within any reasonab'¢é 
period when the number of seats during the 
rush hours will exceed the number of pas- 
sengers.. Privately some aldermen said they 
had been told by railway men that it would 
be impossible to provide a seat for every~ 
body in rush hours, regardless of what plan 
of merger or operation is adopted. 

“Iam neither @ street car operator nor a 
statistician;” said Ald. Hyidah!, “but it will 
be difficult to convince meé every one will have 
@ seat during rush hours in 1916, with 20,000 
seats to spare. 

The subway commission's figures now show 
the elevated and surface lines have a seat- 
ing capacity of 85.000 an hour. But during 
the rush hour they show 160,834 persons 
ride. In other words, while 85,000 persons sit,

ROME, March &—Pope Pius X. was tn bed 
tonight in a feverish condition, suffering 
from an attack of grippe and a bad case of 
catarrh. He insisted on saying mass in the 
private chapel during the day, although Ul, 
and in granting an audience to Cardinal 
Merry del Val, who was alarmed at his ap- 
pearance and summoned Prof. Marchiafava 
and Dr. Amici, the pope’s physicians. 

The physicians diagnosed the pope's ill- 
ness as grippe complicated by caterrh. Later 
the pope was put to bed. His holiness’ condi- 
tion is not alarming, but his dectors unwill- 
ingly admit that his iliness is rather serious, 
owing to his age and weakness of the heart. 

Prof. Marchiafava refuses to give inter- 
views to the newspaper men. He said state- 
ments from him are not necessary since the 
pope’s illness is an ordinary attack of in- 
fluenga, but when he was asked confiden- 
tially for his opinion by members of the 
pope’s entourage the professor replied eva- 


sively. 
Length of Life Doubtful? 

He declared the ilineas in itself is not geri- 
ous, but owing to the pope’s age, predictions 
are not safe. He may die withina fortnight, 
and, on the contrary, may live another five 
years. - 

Dr. Amici fears that the pope's ilinese is a 
prelude to an attack of gout. He i» alarmed 
at the pope’s difficult respiration and will 
spend tonight at the vatican, but he added 
this plan is a mere precaution. . 

The doctors insisted upon making an official 
communication to the public, which was fe- 
sued this evening in the organ of the vatican 
the Osservatore Romano. 

The statement announced that the pope 
had suffered a stight attack of catarrh as the 
result of grippe, and that ali audiences had 
been suspended. —

“ Suppose a gir! is cetting $8 a week and it 
costs her $10 to live on the bare necessitiesof 
life. Is she we!! fortified to resist tempta- 
tion?” 

Yes, I think so.” 

“ There are women who would starve before 
yielding to temptation’ " suggested the chair- 


“ Yes, absolutely,”’ replied the witness. 

“ And thereare women who would go wrong 
before they would starve?’ 

“ Yes there are.” 


Average Wage Paid. 

Mr. Hitman said he employed 817 women. 
The average wage paid is $8.71. He explained 
the commission system by which a sales- 
woman who may be earning only $8 a week 
gets 2% per cent on what she sells over $160 
worth of goods. If she sells less than $160 
worth she gets only her guaranteed salary. 

The witness said girls getting only $6 a 
week salary often earn as high as $16 a week 
by means of the commission system. In ad- 
dition to this he told of a method of adding 
to the girl's wage and the firm's business 
by paying the saleswoman, for example, | 
cent on each yard of remnants disposed of. 

“Do the girls get a scolding if they fall to 
eell-a certain amount of goods?’ the lieu- 
tenant governor asked. 

“ Absolutely never,” replied Mr. Hillman. 


Wages of Girls Under 16. ° 

The witness said out of the 817-women and 
girls employed in his store 99 were under 16 
years of age. The number and wages of the 
latter are: Six at $3, 23 at $3.00, 24 at $4, and 
46 at $5. 

Mr. Hiltman said further there are 150 sales- 
women who earn between $6 and $T’a week. 
All of these, he declared, live at home or 
with relatives. 

“ The $3 girle are used to run nerrands about 
the store,” explained the witness. “ They 
are mostly brought in by their mothers or 
fathers and rarely are taken on except at the 
request of their parents.” 

“As an employer of these girls do you 
feel you have amy moral responsibility for 
their welfare?” was asked. 

“ Yea, sir, I do,” responded the witness. 
“We have women who go around to these 
girls and watch over them. We have women 
doctors who go floor by floor and see all the 
Girls daily. They report to me direct.” 

“If you found a girl working at $3 a week 
and discovered she had lost her virtu2 as a 
result of low wages would you as a man fee! 
the pangs of conscience?” asked the ileu- 
tenant governor. 

Mr. Hillman paused as if considering 


“Accident of Life or Business.” 

“ Perhaps you would consider it one of the 
accidents of life or business,” suggested the 
questioner. 

“ That's it. exactly,” replied the witness. 

Mr. Hillman then told of one girl who 
Started at $3 who now is earning $27 as as- 
sistant cashier. She is 27 and has been with 
the firm nine years. 

“ It is impossible for a girl to be kept back 

if she is worthy of going ahead or wants to 
go ahead,”’ the witness continued. “I am 
@round every day. I am a good judge of 
girls and I know when one is a good sales- 
Woman or not. She could come to me any 
time with a complaint. Sometimes two or 
three girls a day come. Other days no one 
appears.” 

“How many floorwalkers have you dis- 
@harged for charges made by girls?’ 

“ About seven, I should think. The name 
ig given to the other State street stores so he 
cant take advantage of any girls in other 
Stores.”

Mr. Glenn refused unless shown proof 
his statement was incorrect. The lieutenant 
governor then declared he would seek legal 
‘recress. 

Senator Beal! told the witness he alone 
Was responsible for the resolution authoriz- 
ing the work of the commission and asked 
that Mr. Glenn publish this. 

The lieutenant governor then was sworn 
and made a brief statement concerning his 
connection with Hearst. 

“For ten years I was newspaper man,” 
he said. “Among other papers served by 
me were the American, the Chronicle, and 
the Examiner. I never was connected with 
Andrew Lawrence in a political way or in 
any way outside’ of the regular routine of 
my duties as first, copy reader and then 
Sunday editor, and later in the business de- 
partment of the Examiner. 

* T left the Hearst service about three years 
ago. Since that time I have seen Andrew 
Lawrence twice—once in New York a year 
ago when I accidentally met him, and the 
second time a month ago when I met him 
in the Hotel La Salle. It is common knowl- 
edge that the Hearst papers refrain from 
using my name wherever possible. 

“ The editorial) by Mr. Glenn is unqualifiedly 


false.” 


Admits Manufacturers Are ‘Nervous.’ 

Mr. Glenn admitted that the members of the 
Illinois Manufacturers’ association were 
“nervous ’”’ over prospective results of the 
present investigation. He declared the lieu- 
tenant governor's statement that there were 
60,000 girls and women in the city working for 
$5 a week or less was not true. He said the 
census gave the total number of women 
wage earners above 16 years of age in Chi- 
cago as 57,000. 

The witness declared the wage question 
the least factor in the question of morality 
among Working girls. He said he thought the 
commission was on the wrong track and that 
many other angles entered into the situation. 

Following Mr. Glenn a girl—“ L. W."—was 
brought in by a probation officer. She told 
of being arrested last week and of being 
brought to Chicago by a man named Jerry 
Bayman, who now is in the bridewell.

Seven of Huerta’s Men Killed 
in First Battle of Sonora 
Revolution. 


CABLES WILSON. 


Compliments Ambassador 
Conduct: During ‘Trying 
Time”’ at Capital. 


Douglas, Ariz.. March 8.—Seven fedcral 
soldiers were killed in the first battle of the 
Sonora rebellion at Nacozari, below here, to- | 
day, and one American, J. 8. Williams Jr., 
manager of the Montezuma Copper compary, 
was shot in‘the leg. It is believed that many 
of the federal defenders were wounded. Corn- 
stitutionalists sustained no appreciable loss, 
and siicceeded in advancing their lines con- 
siderably. 

The battle began at 8:30 o'clock this morn 
ing and was still in progress at 3:45 this 
afternoon when ail communication from Na- 
cozari was interrupted. 


Rebels Precipitate Fight. 

The fight was precipitated when a force 
of 500 rebels under Col. Bracamonte, former 
prefectd of Motte#uina, was marching to 
reinforce the rebel command which is en- 
camped: on the outskirts of Agua Prieta, and 
enoountered part of the’ federal garrison of 
250 rurales protecting the town. 

Most of the fighting was done at long range. 
After the first hour the rebels began to draw 
in closer about the little town. It is expected 
the constitutionalists will take a degree of 
darkness to enter Nacozari, a town which 
they intend to’ capture, if-possible, at the 
beginning of the campaign. 


Autos to Americans’ Rescue. 

Nogaties, Ariz., March 8.-dl'o rescue Ameri- 
cans stranded at interior p@ints, three auto- 
mobiles left here today for the south. They 
were sent in response to urgent appeals from 
Magdalena, fifty miles below the border. The 
Americans were passengers on northbound 
trains seized by the rebel troops. 


Clash of Federals and Rebels. 

Monterey, Mex., March 8.—The first serious 
Clagh between federals and Carranzistas is 
reported today to have occurred at Reata in 
the state of Coahuila, midway between here 
and Monclova. The engagement lasted four 
hotrs, the rebels offering stubborn resist- 
ance. 

The losses as reported from government 
sources included twenty-six federals killed 
and eleven wounded and thirty-three rebels 
killed. The rebel forces have fallen back 
on Bajan, thirty miles to the north.

DOWNTOWN WARDS WORST. 


\ 
Lodging House Districts Have Most 
Cases of Consumption. 


Seven thousand five hundred and thirteen 
new cases of tuberculosis were discovered in 
Chicago during the year 1912 and reported to 
the department of health. There were 3,750 
tuberoulosis deaths, the cases outnumbering 
the deaths two to one. The case rate for the 
whole city was 827.4 per 100,000 of popula- 
tion; the death rate 163.4 per 100,000. For the 
preceding year—191]—the case rate was 863.1 
and the death rate 108. 

Seventeen of the thirty-five wards of the 
city have a case rate above the everage for 
the whole city, and with one exception all of 
these wards are those having housing condi- 
tions which will average poor to bad. 

“The area of oldest habitations in Chi- 
cago,’ says the health board report, “is 
that within and surrounding the retail busi- 
ness district. Here towering mercantile es- 
tablishments and factories have fast en- 
croached upon what only a few years ago was 
the finest residence section of the city. 


Downtown Death Rate High. 

“Today the dwellings still standing are 
chiefly devoted to cheap boarding house pur- 
poses, and as a rule are crowded to their 
capacity. Within this area also there are 
now to be found scores of cheap lodging 
houses, and until late in the year 1912 it em- 
braced what is commohly known as “ the 
tenderioin.”” Chinatown is also within its 
boundaries. This area shows the highest 
tuberculosis rate of any section of the city. 

“The case rate for the three wards em- 
braced within this area ig 729 for each 100,000 
inhabitants—almost 100 per cent higher then 
the warde ae having ‘par’ hous 
ing conditions, 155 per cent higher then 
ward having ‘fair,’ and 265 per cent higher 
than thoes hawng ‘good’ bousing condi- 
tions. Wards semi-su in .character 
exhibit a rete 76 per cent lower than the 
lodging house and cheap boarding house

Postmaster Campbell declared .,100., new 
clerks would be placed; at, work. Tuesday 
morning. They will attempt to end the 
chaotic condition of the local parcel post 
service. . 

Fifty new men were put at work on March 
1 and 100 more on March4. In spite of these 
additions the flood of parcel post matter and 
fourth class matter has kept up at such a 
pace that the postoffice officials have been 
unable to cope with it. 


Increases Other Mail Business. 
“The parcel post has not only increased 
at an extraordinary rate, but it has influ- 
enced all other lines of business,’’ sald the 
postmaster. ‘“‘ The money order and regis- 
try divisions have shown unusual activity. 
One day during the week the registry divi- 
sion did a business of more than $134,000. 
This is the highest record made in Chicago. 
“ March always is our heaviest month and 
this year. it is even heavier than usual. w € 
hope, however, to get everything mov ing by 
tonight if. possible.”

Nevertheless, for all the satisfaction of the 
men who know how to work the old rules, the 
house will face a crisis when it takes up the 
rules question néxt week. For it will decide 
in a considerable meastre, when it does take 
up this question; whether this legislature is 
going to accomplish anything worth while or 
not. 
There are a good many ways of exterminat- 
ing cats, whipping the ‘devil around stumps, 
and losing important. legislation. And the 
brutal process of voting good bills down in 
open house was abandoned many years ago 
as too coarse. It was not only too coarse, but 
too public. After’a legislator had taken the 
ax to-an important measure providing for 
human safety or progress, he had to go home 
and explain about it in a manner that was 
intensely devastating not only to nerves, but 
to majoritiés. 
Because of this fact human ingenuity be 
gan, to focus on the task of opposing legisla- 
tion while-favoring it. The importance ‘oi 
this complicated feat can hardly be overes- 
timated. It enaBles a man to. shout tre. 
mendously fo? primaries, public utility laws, 
human betterment laws, and all sorts of leg- 
isiation upon which the impertinent people 
have set their foolish hearts. It even en-

ables him to shout for these laws in the leg- 
is:ature with the greatest energy and to go 
home and weep rain barrels full of tears 
because they didn’t pass. But it also enables 
him to make it perfectly certain that they 
will not pass before he begins his shouting. 
Thus when the system is perfected he not 
only has the satisfaction of preventing leg- 
islation but of being re#leeted because of his 
stern and unquenchable desire for it. Noth- 
ing could. be more beautiful.

Nothing also could seem more difficult 
But after all itis perfectly easy. A bil) pass- 
ing through a legislature Is like a timid lamb 
being herded_by a crippled shepherd through 
a country profasely ornamented with wolves’ 
dens. If it gets past all the dens safely and 
its protector doesn't get confused by the 
sign. posts and drive it the wrong Way, and 
if he can get through the toll gates and if 
business ahead isn so rushing that he can’t 
make time and if somebody doesn’t poison 
the lamb en route he will eventually get it 
to that haven of safety known as the third 
reading. 

If he gets it that far and parries, further- 
more, all efforts to stampede that lamb at 
the gate by-amendments, adjournments, and 
other well known methods, he can present 
it at roll call ard the chances are ten to one 
that his lamb or his bill will be safe. The 
real danger comes while he is passing through 
the bad lands, which in the legislature cor- 
respond to the committée rooms and the 
alsies and passages connecting them with 
the speaker's desk. 

The man who wants to block important 
legislation in any legislative body nowadays 
doesn’t do it by vote. He does it by pre- 
venting a vote. Public opinion: is more in- 
telligent and eagle eyed than it once was. 
It understands votes. You can’t fool with 
the people on the. voting proposition. But 
you can still monkey with legislation in the 
most highly scientific and approved manner 
and get away with it very comfortably un- 
der the rules in vogue in most iegislatures. 

When a bill is first presented it must go 


to a committee fora hearing. The commit- 
tee is appointed by the speaker. In the good 
old days of Cannonism this settled the fate 
of the bill. .If the speaker admired the bill 
he appointed a friendly comimitiee. If it 
irritated him he loaded up the committee 
with men who exterminated that particular 
bill as enthusiastically as if it were a young 
coyote on which a bounty could be collected. 

But suppose the speaker didn't care about 
the bill or did not know it was going to be 
introduced. In that case.the chairman of 
the committee became the guardian of ks 
fate. If he liked the bill he generally man- 
aged to call a meeting of the committee at 
the psychological moment when its lovers 
could get together and it was recommended. 
If he did not like this bill then, though he 
might be a minority of one, that bill some- 


how couldn't get through the committee. 


There have been committees which haven't 
met for months because the chairman didn’t 
want some bill which & was certain to 
recommend. 

There have been chairmen who have stuck 


despised bills in their pockets and gone off 


to other states to wait until all chance of 
passing them had passed. For under the 
oki system, while the state pays hundreds 
of thousands of dollars for printing bills, only 
one copy is official and the'mein who ~ “ns or 
is in charge of that copy is sort of divinely 
appointed vetoer of legislation.

Because of this solemn awe of the engrossed 


bill and the official copy a bill can get through . 


a committee and still die a sad and violent 
death before it reaches its destination. Once 
not long ago an anti-pass bill passed che sen- 
ate after hideous delays in committee. The 
time was short for its passage in the house. 
On ite way from the senate to the house 
the anti-pass bill was lost. There were hun- 
dreds of copies of the bill lying around and 
the amendments adopted, if such they were 
were a matter of official record. But the 
senate had to go back to the beginning, pre- 
pare another bill, and pass it. After which 
it got to the house at the’ eleventp hour and 
disappeared forever. 
a 

Even should a bill get through committee 
all right and fail to be stolen by an enemy or 
lost by a messenger or swept up by mistake 
by a janitor or mangled by an engrossing 
clerk, it has a long and rocky rdad before it 
can get to a vote. It may be a bill to relieve 
the distress of thousands of overworked chil- 
dren. Yet if it gets through committee late 
it finds ahead of it on the calendar hundreds 
of villa, most of them useless. 

It must take its turn unless two-thirds of 
the house agrée to suspend the rules and 
take it up. Because of thie fact a third of the 
house can almost always biock legislation 
and for good excuses—at least ee which 
wear well... 


_ 

When the bill finally gets its hearing and its 
enemies advance. furiously upon it with 
amendments, moves to refer, motions to 
strike out enacting clauses, métions to ad- 
journ, and all the scores of methods by which 
bills can be painlessly luiled to sleep without 
useing the messy and unduly public ax, the 
old -house rules once again stick ou: against 
progress like a rampart. 

The speaker under the constitution must 
grant a roll call when five menask forit. But 
constitutions are never used for constructive 
work—only for prevention. The constitution 
in this case is treated kindly but firmly and 


has to sit down and behave itself. Speakers 
grant roll calls when they feel like 4t, and 
houses often adjourn when twenty men with’ 
large lunge outyell forty men with more mod- 
est voices. When Speaker Mchiniey said 

“ You'll get a roll call if I want to give you 
one,” he meant nothing unladylike or uncon- 
stitutional, but he volced the attitude -.of 
speakers from time immemorial. 

And so many a good bill stops, stubs its toe, 
and falls into an abyss on some innocent 
technicality set‘up by its enemies, who after- 
ward mourn loudly because théy couldn't 
help the good bill through. 


~o— 

There are legislators who hoki that these 
things can't be helped—that committees must 
be at the mercy of the speaker and afterward 
may meet only when the chairman wishes; 
that only one copy of a bill can officially exist 
and that thie can be stolen without penalty 
by interested parties; that the conetitutiaqn 
is a fool when it comes to roll calls; and that 
the legislature should not pretend t» be pow- 
erfal enough to take away a bill from a balky 
committee by.a majority vote 

These men worship “‘ can’t ’’ as the master 
word to success, but to most of us their objec- 
tions look feeble minded. And these matters 

fl. be fought. out this week or next in the 
shape of the attempt to write new and Intelii- 
gent rules. The men who oppoée these rules 
may do so from timidity or pessimism or 
.annonism or content, but from whatever 
motive they object they must later take 
the responsibility for all the good legisfation 
which doesn’t come to a vote. And they will 
not succeed in escaping it. 

The man who fails to.finish a journey on 
time because he takes the wheels off of his 
buggy never gets much sympathy, anc the 
legislators who regret the death of good bills 
—and. some of them are already rredicting 
that nothing will be done this session—be- 
cause they could not be brought to a vote 
will be asked next year if they are the same 
men who voted to keep the bricks and mon- 
key wrenches in the house machinery in the 
shape of obstructive rules.

Jurist Talks of Legislative 
. Experiences Before Fra- 
ternity Meeting. . 


HE SEES PROGRESS AHEAD 


Asserts the Old Timé Rule of One 
Man Is Dying Out in 
State Assembly. 


Im a speech on his persona! experience in 
the legislature at the monthly dinner of the 
Phi Alpha Delta Law fraternity yesterday 
Judge John P. McGoorty of the Circult court 
declared that the legislature in the past often 
has been a “one man” body. The jurist 
predicted progressive measures from the 
present legislature and praised Speaker 
William McKinley. The dinner was held at 
Vogelsang’s. . 

“One of the great evils in the past has 
been the rule of the house that a two-thirds 
vote was necessary to call up a bill out of ite 
regular order." Judge McGoorty said. “* This 
has been a fair rule until the last few weeks 
of a session. 

‘‘ As @ general rule all important legisiation 
is held up until nearly the last of the session. 

** What is the result? 


Finds Speaker Supreme. 

“The speaker is supreme. He practically 
has the say as to who will speak on the floor. 
The names of members wishing to call up 
bills are placed on a list and he keeps a 
tab on them. 

“It has been a one man body at such time 
with the speaker as the ruling power, and 
he practically has head the say as to what 
legisiation shall pass, It is to bé hoped that 
the present body will adopt a rule that a ma- 
jority will have the right to call up a div 

and at any time If the houge does adopt this 
rule t will be highly commendabie.” 

Representative Michael L. Igoe, elected 
from the district in which Judge. McGoorty 
lives, was present atidhe dinner and said a 
change in the rules allowing a majority to 
call up a bill is now contemplated. 

Judge MéGoorty also said lack of pectprocal 
feeling between members from Cook county 
and “down-staters,"’ which has been fre- 
sponsible for the lack of much progressive 
legislation, is gradually dying out and that 
a change for the better is in sight. : 


Praise for Commerce Body. 
‘The Chicago Association of Commerce,’ 
he said, “‘ with its ‘ get together * committee, 
which has representatives from all of the 102 
eounties of Illinois, has done much - good 
toward fostering reciprocal feeling and -help- 
ing the establishment of a friendly feeling 
between Chicago legislators and members 
from the country districts.

Few men have come to the secretaryship 
of the great department of the interior affect- 
ing the._mode of living of this and future 
generations better equipped to discharge the 
duties of the office than has Mr. Lane. When 
he ran for governor of California, it was

MAKE APPEAL TO VOTERS. 


Adopt Resolutions Declaring 
Him Unfit to Be State’s Rep- 
resentative in Congress. 


The members of the Chicago Political 
‘Equality league met yesterday in the Con- 
gress hotel to hear the stories of their mem- 
bers who had marched in the parade. When 
Mrs. George W. Trout, a former president 
of the league and now president of the I)ll- 
nois Equal Suffrage association, finished 
speaking, resolutions directed specifically 
against Congressman James R. Mann were 
unanimously adopted. 


Want Mann Ousted from House. 
The resolutions indicate the determination 
of the, women to make Congressman Man 
the “ stay-at-home Mann."’ The resolutions 
follow: 

Whereas, The women of the state of IIll- 
nols feel indignant over the treatment and 
insults accorded to women gathered from 
all over the country to take part in the | 
great suffrage parade at our nation’s cap- 
ital, and 

Whereas, Congressman Mann did not 
want the streets of Washington cleared 
for the women's parade and the moraing 
following the parade said in congress that 
he opposed the formation of a committee 
to investigate the outrages to which. the 
women had been subjected, and gave as 
his reason for objecting “that women 
should stay at home,’ 

Resolved, That the Chicago Political 
Bauality league deplores this action of 
Congressman Mann and believes that his 
pa ae in office, where he represents 

only the men but the women of IIll- 
oa is a detriment to the progress ans 
welfare of the state. 

Resolved, That we urge and petition his 
constituents to refrain from supporting 
him in office and that henceforth he be 
given the title he himself has chosen, 
Stay at Home Mann.” 


Speaker Scores Maj. Sylvester. 

“ A woman told me that she feared to vote, 
for it wOuld take away the chivalry of men,” 
said Mrs. Trout. “If what we received on 
March 8 is the chivalry of men I'll take the 
vote. The women complied with every law 
but Maj. Sylvester is opposed to woman suf- 
frage, and he refused to clear the streets for 
the parade. Congress passed a resolution 
that the women should be given every pro- 
tection, but Maj. Sylvester evidently didn’t 
believe in the resolution. 

“ Things were said to women that 1 can’t 
repeat. so George Welles is the only one 
from Illinois who was caught hold of. She 
was at the head of the band, keeping time 
with the baton, and a man grabbed her. She 
brought the baton down on his head in per- 
fect time, and he let go of her. I saw a man 
attempting to break up the Illinois deiega- 
tion. I shouted to a policeman with as much 
euthority as possible: ‘Get that man out 
of the line, and do it quick.’ The policeman 
was trained to obey orders, and he took the 
man out of the line.”

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make an investigation as to the causes of 
disorder in the committee room.’’ 


Testify Police Were Lax. 

George 5S. Canfield of Spokane, Wash., 
Commodore W. 8S, Moore of Washington, and 
Judge Henry D. Pierce of Indianapolis tes- 
tified that the police methods were lax and 
inadequate. 

Judge Pierce told of seeing Chief Sylves- 
ter giving orders to patrolmen, but he said 
the patrolmen evinced a lack of interest in 
carrying them out. As the chief's back was 
turned the policemen would lapse into inac- 
tivity, he said. 

These witnesses testified to indignities and 
insults to the women marchers, none of which 
seemed to stir the police into any effective 
efforts for protecting the parade. 

Commodore Moore declared Sylvester had 
refused police protection for the suffrage 
rehearsal that took place a day or two be- 
fore the parade. He said the police super- 
intendent had told him that he sympathized 
with the suffrage cause, but that he did not 
approve the methods adopted by the women 
who were trying to advance It. 


Says Hoodlums Jeered March. 

Maj. Gen. Anson Mills, retired, who led one 
of the divisions of men in the parade, was 
indignant and emphatic in his characteris4- 
tion of the crowds and of the police. 

“ Crowds of hoodlums.” he said, “ sneered 
at my division in the parade and made insult- 
ing remarks. The police made no effort to 
rebuke them. They were ruffiane whom I 
had never seen before and who seemed to de 
strangers. I think they were Baltimore hood- 
lums. They charged us with being hen- 
pecked. They indicated their determination 
to send us home by breaking up the parade. 
The crowd was vicious and made vicious 
attempts to break up the ranks of the march- 
ers, with “practically mo interference from 


the police.”’ 


To Girdle Globe with Suffrage. 

New York, March 8,—[Special.}]—A special 
train trip through Europe and across Siberia, 
with banners of suffrage fluttering and wor’ 
en speaking in the tongues of the country to 
native women, will probably be undertaken 
by the party, one of whose members is 
‘* General’ Rosalie Gardiner Jones, back to- 
day in New York from her victorious march 
to Weshington with the army of the Hudson. 

The party. which has been suggested by 
suffrage friends of Mra. Carrie Chapman Catt 
in connection with Mrs. Catt’s forthcoming 
journey to the international suffrage conven- 
tion in Budapest, would also journey into 
China and Sapan before returning from the 
convention by way of the Pacific and landing 
in San Francisco, ultimately putting a suf- 
frage girdle around the globe. 


FEAR OUTBREAK IN BRITAIN. 

LONDON, March 8.—Although the militant 
suffragets have given Britain a week of 
comparative calm, they have kept the police 
and other officials in anxious anticipation 
and every precaution is being taken to pre- 
vent an ettack on cabinet officers and other 
public officials. 

When Winston Spencer Churchill, firstlord 
of the admiralty, and his wife arrived at 
Dover today from a continental trip it was 
thought necessary to guard thelr passage 
from the steamer to the train by a epecial 
force of police and detectives. All the other 
members of the cabinet continue to suppress 
as far as possible all advance news of their 


movements.

IN FOREST PARK 


Six Candidates for Mayor and 
Twenty-four for Four Jobs 
as Commissioners. 


PRIMARY ON TUESDAY. 


Old Town of Harlem Said to Be. 
*‘Wider Open” than in Days 
of. Racetrack Fame. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 

Forest Park will have its first primary 
under the commission form of government 
on Tuesday. The community was formerly 
called Harlem, but adopted ite new name 
because of the association of the old name 
with the racetrack. Some residents now say 
it is worse than before—‘‘ four gambling 
Places now instead of two’’—while others 
refer to it as ** just right.’ At any rate the 
sporting fraternity looks upon it as the 
brightest oasis of the western suburbs. 

On a line west Forest Park is the only wet 
spot between Fifty-second avenue and Mel- 
rose Park. It has forty bare in the hot, 
thirsty season and thirty-six in the winter. 
That number is not deemed too many by 
any of the candidates to properly supply the 
6,504 residents and a goodly supply of visitors 
from surrounding dry territory and Chicago. 

The approaching primary is said by old 
residents to be the liveliest since the old race- 
track was closed. There are six candidates 
for mayor and twenty-two for the four jobs 
of commissioner. The issues are city finances 
and morals. The information regarding both 
is indefinite, although the moral question 
seems to be the more interesting. 


German Editor a Candidate. 

The Good Government chub is taking an 
active part in the fray. This organization is 
backing a German editor named H. Kaul for 
mayor and four unknowns in politics for 
commissionera These are pledged to “an 
honest, efficient, and economical government 
for Forest Park, and are opposed to every 
form of graft. They stand for personal 
liberty and decent saloons, but are openly 
opposed to gambling houses and dives as well 
as disorderly houses, They believe in justice 
to all and specia) privilege tonone. They are 
in favor of maintaing the present saloon 
license fee,”’ which is $500 a year. 


Has Unique Motto. 

Oné of the other strong contenders for 
mayor is G. Muehlenhaupt, whois the “ man- 
ufacturer of the Harlem Eagle cigars.” 
Some idea of his impression of the reformers 
as well as his policy of operating the mu- 
nicipality if elected, is gained from his card, 
that on the reverse side reads: .

The platform of Mr. Muehlenhagpt has 
several excellent promises. However, his 
platform has one plank which his friends 
interpret one way and his opponents another.

Various rumors are floating around, 
but no one is willing to father any charges. 
The Good Government club points toa raid 
made last summer by the Oak Park police on 
an alleged gambling place as evidence that 
gaming exists. 

Various stories of the doings of disorderly 
women are floating around the town. One 
relates to a dance on a table in a saloon by 
& nude woman. Others are about disreputa- 
ble women from Chicago who are said to fre- 
quent certain saloons and create disorder. 
But no one was found who will stand sponsor 
for these tales. 

Of the other three candidates for mayor. 
A. E. Winterroth, agent of the McAvoy 
Brewing- company, and Sigmund Berlinger, 
whois in the stone business, have iseued 
platforms. The remaining candidate is 
Charles Hilmer, a carpenter contractor. 


Free Spenders of Taxes. 

Regarding the finances, it has been charged 
the present oOfficiale have been free spend- 
ers of the taxes. They are accused of spend- 
ing too much money in the electrification of 
the water plant.

Seventeen Patients with 
His Phthisis Remedy. 


HOLDS PRIVATE CLINIC. 


Acts as Consulting Physician; 
New York Medical Board 
May Object. 


New York, March 8.—([{Special.}—Dr. Fred- 
erick Frans Friedmann today administered 
hie tuberculosis culture to @eventeen per- 
sons. He had promised that “not a day 
would be lost” and that the number of suf- 


ferers whom he met would be Dy sar greater , 


' then at his initial appearance. 

The clinic wae heid this afternoon at the 
office of Dr. George Mannheimer, 41 West 
Fifty-firet street. The seventeen persone 
who received injections of Dr. Friedmann's 
gerum were women, children, and men ip 
about equal numbers. Their cases were gen- 
eral in character, moderately well advanced. 
There were eleven cases of tuberculosis, 
two of affection of the knee joint, one of the 
hip joint, one of the neck glande, and two 
cases of tuberoulods of the kidneysand blad- 
der. 

In all of these the injections of his prepara- 
tion were intramuscular and were made in 
the thigh. Additional intravenous injections 
were made in the wrists of the three patients 
suffering from the Joint disease. 


Many Doctors Attend Clinic. 
Ip Dr. Mannheimer’s office, besides the 
seventeen patients, were a score or more 
physicians, many from out of town who had

come either on invitation or with the fa- 
tients treated. Dr. Samuel Stern, Dr. Mann- 
heimer’s easociate in the Mount Sinai hoe- 
pital dispensary, was also present. 

The demonstration had been arranged sev- 
eral daye before between Dr. Friedmann 
and Dr. Mannheimer, following an earlier 
offer from the Mount Sinai hospital to con- 
sider having Dr. Friedmann show his prep- 
aration there. 

Dr. Friedmann acted as consultation phyei- 
ciap to the patients’ regular physicians wien 
he himself administered the injections. In 
this way it ia thought that he evaded the 
stipulation of the county medical society 
that he should not practice here unless he 
were on the staff of @ hospital or had a 
temporary regent’s certificate. 


Friedmann Makes Better Impression. 

The Impression which Dr. Friedmann left 
with the members of his profession was far 
better than that made on his first public ap- 
pearance. His technic was all that could be 
desired, according to some witnesses, and 
his antiseptic preparations were satisfactory. 
The operations were under the direct eye of 
Dr. Mannheimer, 

It was learned late tonight, however, that 
the demonstration does not bear the ap- 
proval of the comitia minora ef the county 


medical society. Members of that body were | 


much surprised when they learned Dr. Fried- 
mann had gone so far as to give 4 private 
and secret demonstnation of his preparation 
in the face of the regulation laid down last 
week by the society and forwarded to him. 

The hope was expressed thet Dr. Friedmann 
might not overstep the legal bounds, but at 
the same time it was made clear if it were 
proven that he bad, it wae then the business 
of the society to stop him.

Senhorita Telles Gives Out Aid, Even 
from Dungeon.

PARIS. March 8—Following upon the 
revelations of the terrible sufferings of the 
political prisoners in Portugal, puble opin- 
jon here has been deeply moved by the re- 
ports of the amazing case of Senborita Con- 
stance Telles da Gama, a descendant of the 
Explorer Vasco da Gama, who has been im- 
prisoned since July for no other crime, it is 
alleged, than that of charity. 

From the beginning of the Portuguese 
“reign of terror” Senhorita da Gama had 
an immense sympathy for the unfortunete 
victims of their own political opinions who 
were crowding the Portuguese prisons, end, 
renouncing her position in society, she 
voted herself to the task of alleviating their 
sufferings. 

She went from dungeon to dungeon, dis- 
tributing charity and such consolation as 
she could. To supplement her own resources 


she made a public appeal for funds, and sub- 
scriptions were opened in all the Portuguese 


papers. 
Order from Lisbon. 

Large amounts were being distributed 
when, by orders from Lisbon, Senhorita ua 
Gama was suddenly arrested and immured, 
without any explanation, in the womens 

of Alube. In an attempt to show that 
she was a dangerous conspirator the police 
searched her chateau, but without result. 
Her friends at first believed that she was the 
victim of an administrative error, but were 
goon undeceived. 

During the first nine days of her imprison- 
ment she was kept in a state of solitary ccn- 
fnement, followed by a long series of cross 
examinations. Not the slightest evidence on 
which to found a formal charge could be

French Engineer Says It May Be 
Done at No Distant Time. 


POINTS MOTOR ADVANCE. 


————— 


Asserts Application of Rocket Prinei- 
ple Makes Feat Practicable. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, March 8.—A stir was caused by a 
paper read thie week before the members of 
the French Physical society by Robert Ee- 
nault Pelterie, the brilliant young engineer, 
on how to get from the earth to the moon in 
forty-eight hours. _ 

M. Pelterie insists his idea is practicable, 
based on scientific calculations, and not rem- 
imsecent of Jules Verne’s romance, 

‘Ihe vehicle for the first travelers to the 
moon will be, he says, a closed vessel of ex- 
treme lightness provided with a motor of 
gteat power, a combination which the aston- 
ishing advances of locomotion during the 
last hundred years brings well into sight. 

Since there is no atmosphere in the space 
between our planet and the moon, no system 
of propellers would be of any use, and the 
only possible means of driving the vehicle 
forward would be an adaptation of the rocket 
principle, which, he says, worke as well in a 
vacuum @s in alr. 

Motor to Work as Rocket. 

The motor then would work a kind of contin- 
uous rocket, and M. Pelterie has made 
calculations of just how much power the 
engine must have to carry the vehicle along 
the 240,000 odd miles between the earth and 
its satellite. 

For a vehicle weighifig one ton the motor 
would have to be of 414,000 horse power. For 
added weight the horse power must be propor- 
tienately increased. When this combina- 
tion is realized the jpurney would be divided 
inté three parte. The first would be to drive 
the vehicle with increasing speed until the 
sphere of the earth's attraction was passed. 
During the second the vehicle would con- 
tinue ite journey by inertia until it reached 
the point where the moon's attraction began, 
while the third would be the simple matter 
of dropping onto the latter’s surface, no mo- 
tive force being necessary. 

Trip Would Take 49 Hours, 

The first of these phases, according to the 
lecturer, would last twenty-four minutes and 
nine seconde; the second phase, forty-eight 
hours and fifty minutes; the third, three min- 
utes and forty-six seconds, giving a total of 
forty-nine hours, seventeen minutes, and 
fifty-five seconds. 

During the firet 4,000 miles, he says, the 
passengers would have the sensation of 
weighing one-tenth more than usual, but aft- 
erward they would cease to,weigh at all and 
have the sensation of falling indefinitely into 


space. |

ROME, March 8.—Despite the strict censor- 
ship and repeated denials and explanations of 
Sunday’s “slight accident ’ to the Napies 
express, when King Victor Emmanuel and 
Queen Blena were on board on their way to 
Rome, it is generally believed the mishap was 
the result of an anarchist attempt to injure 
the royal family. 

The camaged car was next to the one oceu- 
pied by the royal party. It was announced 
a piece of iron had become detached from 
the royal car and struck violently against the 
other one, which was wrecked, but this ex- 
planation is not believed. 


Official] Version Not Believed. 

This first official version was so obviously 
absurd it almost served to corroborate the 
suspicion that the affair was the work of 
anarchists 

The second explanation is more plausible, 
but it does not explain how all the doors of 
the second class car immediately behind the 
royal car was completely smashed and its 
sides perforated. The first explanation stated 
the damaged car was empty. Later it was 
acknowledged that there were on board sev- 
eral passengers who were undoubtediy de- 
tectives. as none of thenf would talk when 
they arrived in Rome. The damaged car had 
previously been examined by inspectors 
aboard, who returned at midnight to Caserta, 
where they made an expert examination. 


Passengers See Anarchist Plot, 

The few passengers aboard the train are 
convinced that the accident was caused either 
by a bomb which was thrown by anarchists 
or by rifle shots carrying a high explosive. 
There is no doubt about the accident being 
mysterious, and it is well known that short- 
ly after it happened the first news which 
reached the government was to the effect 
that an anarchist attempt had been made on * 
the life of the king and queen.

CONSUL’S REPORT GIVES FACTS

Mexico City, March 2.—Does Uncle Sam 
own Mexico? , 

The question is startling. But it is one 
which the fingers of destiny are writing in 
letters of gold upon the sky of the financial 
universe. The answer is: ; 

“No, not now, but the time when he will 
own it is already in sight.”’ 

This is a foregone conclusion, and it is in- 
dependent of peace or of war, as the follow- 
ing figures will show. We may not flaunt. 
our title in the face of the world, and we may 
keep our controlling partnership silent. But 
the facts are that we already own two-fifths 
of all the wealth of this country, and that it 
is a question whether our possessions are 
not already greater than those of the Mexi- 
cans themselves, . 

I have before me a table of financial s 
tics which was transmitted only @& few 
months ago to our government at Washing- 
ton by_Consul Marion Letcher of Chihuahua, 
This gives an itemized balance sheet of the 
wealth of Mexico, according to the nation- 
ality of the owners. 


Based on Government Reports. 

Consul Letcher states that his figures are 
those of a mining engineer of long experience 
in the Mexican republic, and that they are 
based upon the reports of the Mexican na- 
tional and state governments, and upon the 
direct and reports of business houses 
and tudor of mines and smelters, and of 
the vaFious other industrial companies, 
banks, and financia! inatitutions. 

In this estimate Consul Letcher puts the 
aggregate wealth of Mexico ata little under 
$2,500,000.000, and he shows just how the 
money is déivided, classifying the invest- 
mente as Mexican and as American, Eng- 
lish, French, and othér foreign ownershipa 
Of the $2,500,000,000 he gives more than 
$1,000,000,000 as owned by Americans, and 
less than $800,000,000 as owned by the Mexi- 
cans. He puts the possessions of the English 
at $321,000,000, of the French at $143,000,00@, 
and of ail other nations at a little more tham 
$118,000,000. 

Just before ‘ihe present revolutionary 
troubles began American money was rolling 
in here by the tens of millions a month. The 
flood is now dammed back by the unsettled 
conditions, but when peace and stability 
come it will pour in again, ana this propore 
tion, already two-fifths, will rapidly increase 
to the point where, considering Mexico ag @ 
caplialized stock proposition, Uncle Sam will 
own by far the majority of all the stock of 
the company. I leave the question as to how 
far this will ultimately control the polities 
and government of Mexico to President Wilke 
son and congress. 


Where Money Is Invested. 

It is interesting to know where the Amerie 
can money is and how our investments come 
pare with tho@e of other nations, The follow 
ing is based upon the figures given by Come 
sul Letcher. According to his statement, we 
own more than haif of the railroad securitieg, 
Our railway stocks and bonds have a com- 
bined vaiue of $640,000,000, while the Mexti- 
cans, in round numbers, have invested there- 
in only $137,000,000 and the English $168,- 
000,000 : 

As to the stock in the Mexican banks ané 
bank deposits, we have about $80,000,000 to 
Mexico's $192,000,000, and in ail the invest- 
ments the French lead us as far as bank 
stock alone is concerned. They have an 
equal amount of stock with the Mexicans, 
the great surplus of the latter being in bank 
deposits only, which amount to about $163,- 
000,000. ; 

Taking next the item of mines, the Mext- 


equal to $223,000,000, an amount which more 


than equals three-fourths of all the mineral 
properties in Mexico. We have over twoe 
thirds of the smelting investments, more 
than half of the petroleum properties, and 


In timber lands, ranches, and farms we 
have $12,000,000 to Mexico's $66,000,000, while 
in cattle and other live stock their investe 
megts are more than five times ours, 
Mexicans have large holdings in houses an@ 
persona] | 
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the French, German, Belgian, 
Spanish at less than half that. 

I have-met other men here who say that 
this American estimate is too low and that 
the property our citizens own is nearer a 
billion and a half than one billion, and I 
have talked with some men who put the total! 
ot less than one billion. : 

Thinks Europe Owns Railways. 

In sptaking of Consul Letcher's figures, 
Mr. C. R. Hudson, the vice president of the 
National Railways of Mexico, thinks the rall- 
way estimate should be cut down, as a great 
Proportion of the stocks and bonds of Mex- 
ican railways are held in Europe. He says 
the impression as to their American owner- 
ship comes largely from the fact that they 
were placed there by New York bankers, 
and therefore are credited as American in- 
vestments. 

He also thinks that the estimate as to 
American ranches and farms is too low. KR 
should be something like $10,000,000 rather 
than a little more than $1,000,000, and also 
that the item of mine ownership is probably a 
Uttie too high. There is no doubt, however, 
but that our holdings in Mexico are enormous, 
and that they will continue to Increase so 
rapidty as to make it imperative that the 
present state of brigandage and revolution 
must be done away with. 

As to just tow many foreigners there are 
Mving in the Mexican republic, the number 
bas materially decreased since the revolution 
Degan. It then was in-the neighborhood of 
100,000, of which it Is estimated there were 


Dutch, and 


from 80.000 to 40,000 American. about 20,000- 


Spaniards, and perhaps about 5,000 each of 
British and Germans. This might now be 
cut down to one-half the figures. There are 
at present here something like 10,000 Guate- 
malans, 5,000 Italians, 3,000 French, and per- 
baps an equal number of Cubans. 


How Business Is Divided. 

The Spanjards, who rank second in number 
to the Americans, control the grocery and 
grain trade of the republic. They are also 
jargely professional men and they act as 
clerks, bookkeepers, and farmers. The 
French have the wholesale and retail dry 
good stores, and thew own most of the cotton 
milis, having in that industry alone some- 
“thing like $20,000,000. They have put more 
than $3,000,000 in tobacco factories. The 
Germans control the hardware stores and 
they have many plantations. The English 
have some large mines, big Investments in 
timber and farms, a large part of the oil 
business, and many tramways and electric 
light plants. There are many British sales 
egents in Mexico representing English im- 
porting houses. . 

Our mighty investments give some idea of 
what our people are doing south of the Rio 
Grande river. A great number of those 
who have investments are the ground to 
take care of them. There are hundreds of 


American miners. and scores of American |. 


civil, electrical, and mining engineers. There 
are American farmers with American fore- 
men. and American coffee planters, and 
Many fruit raisers. 

There are a large number of Americans en- 
gaged in the ofl business, aot only in the 
properties belonging to the citizens of the 
United States but as overseers, well drillers, 
and laborers in prospecting the oil territory 
and caring for the petroleum. .Every large 
city has its American colony, and you can 
find an American baarding house, usually 
run by an American woman, in every im- 
portant town. There are a number of such 
et-the capital, and they are usually better 
than the hotels. 


Silver Peas for Gold Pumpkins. 
The big railroads are largely managed by 
Americans, although of iate years the en- 
gineers, cOndcuctors, and brakemen have been 
replaced by natives. There are many Ameri- 
Can professional men. and especially doctors 
end dentists. I am told there are two Ameri- 


can physicians at the capital who have prac-.|

who are putting peas of silver amalgam into 
the mouths of Mexicans and taking a 
of gold out.of their pockets. . 

_A® far back as ten years ago our sons 
general to Mexico City estimated that there 
were 1,000 American companies and capital- 


| ists who had investments in Mexico. There 


are somewhere between 3,000 and 5,000 
Americans living at the capital, and they 
have wholesale and-retail stores here of va- 
rious .kinds. 

The city has three clubs which are Ameri- 
can. Oneis the University club in the Colonia 
section, to .which belong many American 
civ) and electrical engineers, as well as lead- 
ing businers men. Another is the American 
chab, in the heart of the city, which is always 
filled with Americans and others at the noon 
lunching hour, and a third is the Country 
club, outside the city. where the Americans 
go to loaf and play golf. 

We have here a newspaper, the Mexican 
Herald, which is owned and edited by Ameri- 
cans, and there are several hotels managed 
by Americans and at which most of/ the 
Americans stay. In the first fight between 
Diaz and Madero the farmer dropped a shell 
through the roof of Mra Porter's New Amer- 
ican house. 

Gringoes and Greasers. 

In addition to the eminently respectable 
class of Americans who have skill, money, 
and brains, there are others from our country 
of a.fardifferenttype. We have a few Amer- 
icans in Mexico who have left the United 
States under clouds of one kind or other, 
and we have some from over the border who 
have come in with chips on their shoulders 
which they dare any native to knock off. 

This is the type which the Mexican calls 
the gringo. He thinks there is no land like 
the United States, and is ready to prove it 
with fist or revolver. He wounds the feelings 
of the Mexican, who is naturally polite, and 
he calls him a greaser. It is this class that 
has had much to do.with the fl! feeling be- 
tween the two countries. 

The word greaser should be applied only to 
the rough and tough Mexican, who compares 
with the better and soberer classes much as 
the gringo does with the gentlemanly 
American. . 

There are undoubtedly many bad men of 
both nations in the country just now, and 
the present conditions of brigandage and 
revolution have led»to'a large increase in 
outrages of one kind or other. This is so not 
only upon the Mexicans but upon the for- 
eigners as well. I am told that these out- 
rages in out of the way places have been 
far more numerous than the United States 
thinks, and that a much greater number of 
Americans have been killed than is generally 
supposed. 

Do Mexicans Like Americans? 

If you ask a Mexican of the better class he 
will tell you that his country likes Americans, 
He will show you that a Jarge proportion of 
the Mexican boys and girle who go abroad to 
be educated are sent to the United States, 
and that Mexico's trade is greater 
than with any other nation. 

On the other hand, the Mexican is much like | 
the Russian. If you scratch the Russian decp 
enough you will find him a Tartar. The real 
Mexican is a Spaniard, and I do not believe he 
likes us. He is jealous and he covets our abil- 
ity to make money and do big things. He is 
frightened at the preponderance of American 
investments, and in his soul he believes we 
Mean to conquer and take possession of the 
land. The more you protest the greater he 
thinks is your hypocrisy. 

Moreover, the better classes here have a 
contempt for business and business men. 
They would rather have a government clerk- 
ship or be one of the hangers-on to a rich 
haciendado than a mine manager at $5,000 
a year. 

The peons are like the Mexicans. They are 
polite and our bluff ways are disagreeable to 
them. The average American does not under- 
etand how to handle them, and he makes 

here the native employer does not.

ng the drawbacks o: an office such as 
that of which Woodrow Wilson has just taken 
possession is the difficulty of remaining on 
terme of good fellowship with former friends 
and associates. . No matter how genial the 
character of the master of the White House 
for the time being, no matter how free from 
the pride of place, and of anything in the 
nature of arrogance, the fact that he hap- 
pens to be president of the United States 
serves to place him onan eminence above that 
of all other citizens of this great common- 
wealth. 

The new master of the White House may 
have been hitherto “‘ Tom "’ to hile classmates 
at college, “ Woodrow’ to the intimate 
friends of his more mature years, and “ Wil- 
son” to his acquaintances. But from now 
on he will be “ Mr. President’’ to them all, 
and, no matter how much he may endeavor to 
remove the sense of his superiority of rank, 
it will always remain and affect his inter- 
course with everyone outside of his own im- 
mediate family. 


Democracy of Club Life. 

Now one of the fundamental principles of 
club life ie the equality of all the members. 
In institutions of this kind, where the old 
time ethics of club life are maintained, there 
can be no question of difference of rank, and 
one member is as good as another, no matter 
whether he be a prince of the blood, a junior 
clerk of some government office, or a multi- 
millionaire. 

Presidents of republics, like the sovereigne 
of monarchica] countries, cannot, therefore, 
be regarded as good timber for clubs. Try 
as they may, they cannot place themselves 
entirely on the level of their fellow members, 
or wholly sink their rank within the portals 
of the club, : 

Under the circumstances Woodrow Wi'l- 
son has done wisely in declining the hon- 
orary membefship tendered to him by the 
board of governors of the Chevy Chase 
Country club at Washington. In adopting 
this attitude he has not, ft is true, followed 
the precedent of most of his predecessors at 
the White House, but he has followed the 
example of the chiefs of the state In the coun- 


tries of the old world. 
Example of British Ruler. 


Up to the time of his accession to the throne 
Kdward VII. had been one of the most ep- 
thusiastic and popular of clubmen, not.only 
in England, but algo on the continent of 
Europe. No fuss was ever made about him 
and the tokens of respect ordinarily accorded 
to royalty were dispensed with within the 
precincts of these clubs, where the heir to 
the crown was merely, after all, a fellow 
member. 

But by his elevation to the rulership of the 
vast British empire he was invested with

HE TRIBUNE of Sunday, Feb. 28, con- 

tained an article prepared by Edward 

M. Willoughby, president of the Chi- 

cago real estate board, In reply to a 

quoted statement of Charlies G. Dawes, 

president of the Central Trust company, 

that real estate investments were in the na- 
ture of a gamble. 

THe TrRisuNe is in receipt of an open letter 
to Mr. Willoughby from Mr. Dawes in which 
he denies having made the statement in ques- 
tion and in which he explains his attitude 
toward reali estate investments. Mr. Dawes 
says: 

“I have a copy of a Chicago paper of Feb. 
25 in which reference is evidently made by 
you to an alleged statement of my own that 
investments in real. estate were in the nature 
ofa gamble. Even had I made sucha state- 
ment (which I did not) your very temperate 
and well considered statement would deserve 
grateful acknowledgment. 

*“ Let me dispose of any impression that I 
am not a believer in rea! estate investment 
by saying that I agree with all of the general 
principles laid down by you in your letter 
The reporter who assumed to give a digest 
of my remarks before the Electric club mis- 
takenly attributed to me several statements 
which have been copied generally in the press 
of the country to my very great embarrass- 
ment. 


Explains His Criticism. 

* My remarks in connection with real es 
tate were in criticism of certain offerings 
in mewspaper advertisements from New 
York of stock in office building and other 
real estate companies, and were not at all 
in criticism of the real estate business which 
is founded upon the most generally stable 
values in which men deal. 

“I gave a word of caution about invest- 
ment in high office buildings, stating the 
mecessity of a most careful consideration 
of all the problems involved, and referred 
to losses in my own personal knowledge 
which were made, not because of any undue 
' visks incident to the business, but because 
fundamental principles of conservatism had 
been disregarded. 

“The real estate board of Chicago, which 
bas.done so much for our city, and for the 
proper conduct of the great business which 
it represents, as well as yourself, would, I 
know, approve of any proper words of cau- 
tion in connection with over inv estment in 
effice buildings.

The week's real estate market Was with- 
out any particularly eventful transactio 
although the early part of the week ae 
featured by an unusual number of large 
apartment house deals in various Parts of 
the city, there being several in which the 
consideration ranged from $100,000 to $300,.

Proposition Takes Away One Phase cof 
Home Rule for Chicago, Whereas 
There Is Little Need for Statute. 


An interesting feature of the March micet- 
ing of the Chicago real estate board was the 
report of the bullding ordinance committee 
of the board with reference to the Proposed 
State building law now being prépared by the 
commission appointed by Gov. Deneen. In 
response to. an inquiry somie time ago'by the 
committee to the commission the committee, 
following a conference with the commission, 
was requested to submit in Writing the rea- 
sons urged by it why Chicago should not be 
included in the operation of the state law.

Miss Jordan's experi- 
ence has been a singularly all around one, 
and she ie unusually well fitted to describe the 
contrast between the passive waters, in which 
the book author sails, and the stormy seas 
in which the playwright finds hereelif. 

“Evety one admits,” eaid Miss Jordan, 
“that putting on a first play is one of the 
most nerve racking, brain testing, exhilarat- 
ing, depressing, interesting, and maddening 
experiences that a human being can have. 
But no matter how many tragic experiences 
of playwrights the beginner hes listened to, 
she always feels in her heart that her case 
will be an’ exception and her way will be 
smooth. HK never is, but the discovery comes 
to ber with ase much of a shock as tf she had 
been the first to make it. 

“] shall never forget my first months with 
*The Lady from Oklahoma.’ I tossed it off 
eirily and without the slightest difficulty. 
As my editorial work keeps me buey five days 
@ week, I have only Saturday and Sunday for 
my own literary work. ‘The Lady from 
Oklahotna’ was originally a four act Play. 
I wrote the first, second, and fourth acts In 
three successive week ends. It took two or 
three week ends to finish the third act, but 
the whole task was completed inside of two 
months, and I was 580 pleased with myself 
that I "wandered around telling real play- 
wrighte how easy KM was to write plays and 
how one ought to do it as a mental recrea- 
tion. 

“I finished the play in January and sold 
& in February. That did not surprise me. 
If anything, I was surprised that I had not 
sold it ii January! The New theater of New 
York, which at that time was beginning its 
career, Was greatly interested in my play, 
and one of the directors talked of accepting 
it and putting & on that spring.

HEY were taiking of the rooted objec- 
tion of all women to tell their rea! age, 
when suddenly the old actor said:

short, the goose was hanging high all around 
until one fatal night when dear old Madge.

American ‘League President 
Starts Movement: to Sup- 
press Player Scribes,

President B..B. Johnson of the American 
league yesterday took steps to suppress the 
writing of newspaper and magazine articles 
by the “ player-reporter."’ 

In a letter addressed to the eight presiderits 


of American league clubs Mr. Johnson as- 


serted he considered these articles harmful 
to the Interest of the league and to baseball. 
Ch tesidents were asked to request any 
manager or player in their employ to dis- 
eéntinue such productions. 

If a mere request does not’curb the gup- 
posed writers, President Johnson intimates 
more drastic action will follow. 

The shot: of course, -is-aimed at the players 
who for’a money consideration allow the ure 
of -their “names over articles written and 
worked up by trained newspaper men. Com- 
paratively few players actually write thelr 
own! stories. Because it is difficult.to  dif- 
ferentiate between the genuine.and the spu- 
rious the failing will apply to all players and 
managers. 

Criticisms Arouse Players. 


Considerable hard feeling has been on | 
gendered in the past because of alleged criti- 


cism of fellow players by players who never 


wrote or even Saw articles appearing under 
their names. This was especially true during 
the last world’s series, when columne of “ ex- 
pert” criticism were printed by newspapers 
anxious. to wéecure “ feature’’’ stories.

SECOND PLACE FOR RED SOX. 


Critic Predicts Mackmen Will Land 
American League Flag.

We bave today in our “dope” series the 
biggest problem of the Natienel league, and 
a practical certainty to study. 

Boxtoh’s World Champion Red Sox are 
practically certain to finish second in t..« 
American league, with more chance of being 
firet than they are of dropping to third, 
But the Chicago Cubs, under a few leader, 
with the old stars scattered, the team spirit 
that ca#ried it to so many victories destroyed, 
Present a problem stiff enough to puzzle the 
most ardent dopester. 

My figures show that the Cubs ought to 
finish fourth. It is hard to see how they can 
do worse than that under any circumstances. 
Cincinnatl, under Tinker, figures te beat 
them. New York, their ancient rival, looks 
better all round, and Pittsburgh seems much 
stronger. 

The only chance I can see for the Cubs to 
fall out of the frst division is for the team to 
go all to pieces, of for Philadelphia to come 
as strong a6 it should do on ite paper 
strength. One cannot, on the face of figures 
and the probabilities, figure the Cubs higher 
than third place, nor lower than fifth. 

In playing strength the team is only about 
twelve points weaker than it was last spring, 
when it Agured second, with a fair chance to 
beat the Giants and the real difference lies in 
the change of managers. 

Compares Chance and Evers. 

This should not be construed as a refiec- 
tion upon the ability of Evers, who hae 
undertaken the hardest job in baseball. To 
understand the situation one must know 
how the players looked upon Chance. He 
was a strong character, a man of strong pas- 
gions, yet @ just and square man, quick to 
repair any injuetice done in anger, and a fel- 
low who never played favorites.

There were 
nearly 300 representatives of the best and 
biggest security merchants in the United 
States gathered to discuss questions affect- 
ing their business.

“I shall never forget my experience with a 
orator,” sayc one sales manager, 
“He wee undoubtedly the best talker in my 
business, He could corner a buyer and Nter- 
ally spelibind him with his talk for « half 
hour. But at the end of that half hour the 
buyer would not even know the name of the 
goods this young orator was trying to sell. 
He was too much taken up with the smooth 
flowing and elegant phrases this young man 
spouted at him so plecsantly. He heard the 
sounds but did not caich the meaning. 


“But I must eay thie young orator had 
persistence. He was out in city territory for 
& full month without taking one order, until 
finally some kindly buyer frankly told him 
that he had talked himeelf out of a good or 
der, that-an order was waiting for our com- 
peny, but he did not intend to give it to a man 
who had taken up so much of his time in high 
sounding talk. 

“ This orator ia now in the stock room. If 
he is willing to stick long enough to forget 
how to talk eloquently I may give him an- 
other chance on our sales force, for he seems 
to have all the characteristics we desire in 
our men. He is courteous and full of opti- 
mism.” 

Few salesmen have @ monopoly on all the 
Sane necessary to become success- 


Few men who have reasonable intelligence, 
persistence, and diplomacy but what could 
make themselves become good salesmen; yet 
it is true that a great many of these men 
would have proportionately greater success 
if they should apply the same amount of 
energy in other fields of work. 

A man who finds it hard to enthuse has a 
tremendous handicap to overcome. Emer- 
son's saying that nothing great was ever 
achieved witheut enthusiasm applies to sales- 
manship with full force. 


The same is true of optimism. A naturally 
pessimistic nature should usua!l?y steer clear 
of the salesmanship profession, for these two 
characteristics are about as essential as abil- 
ity to read human nature, and they are not as 
easy to be developed, for they are inherent 
qualities. A strenuous course in the study 
and practice of ph-enclogy will greatly aid 
any man in his ability to size up the man he 
Geals with, but there are no such courses to 
be studied in those invaluable characteris- 
tics: enthusiasm and optimism. 

* 


Enthusiasm Should Be Sincere. 


Of course, a man can appear optimistic and 
act enthusiastic whether or not he feels it, 
and his appearance and actions will go far 
toward making him actually possess those 
characteristics; but aga rule the man whom 
he tries to influence with insincere optimism 
or enthusiasm can readily see through him. 

Right there ie the big blight on his success 
as a salesman, for it is essential that a sales- 
man seem to be entirely honest and above- 
boaré to the buyer.’ This, of course, does not 
mean that he must not‘be shrewd. But he 
must be honestly shrewd—without deceit. 
Also honesty in the shape of loyalty to his 
house and the goods he sells is necessary in 
order to get the loyal support of his house— 
support, or the lack of which, thet often 
makes or breaks a ealesman. 

Therefore, to sum up, if a young man feels 
that he is essentially .nd enthusiastically an 
optimist and has good judgment, especially 
im reading and dealing with humen nature, 
salesmanship offers him ea big chance for for. 
tune. It le most oftem the end of business 
from which partmers are chosen. This is 
true because once a factory or a mercantile 
concern gete under way it must keep up and 
constantly increase its sales in order to take 
ed@vantage of the fixed expense. 

Usually competition is such ae to cause « 
falling off of sales unless the sales organiza- 
tien is kept up. 

And salesmen must create sales—not mere- 
ly supply what ie wanted. Many a concern 
would gointo liquidation immediately were it 
not for the fact that it has in its employ men 
who can be counted upon to sell “ the biue 
heavens” if necessary. It le dependent upon 
these men for ite very existence. And such 
men are not plentiful. 

Fortunate is the “ borm salesman,” but ft is 
well for the young man to remember that 
998 out of every thousand salesmen these 
days are made, not born.

“My success was such that the house 
called me in off the road and made me a 
general clerk in the Chicago office.

At the end of that time I 
was made sales managen Last November 
the company made me its Chicago manager. 

“Of course the creamery business hes 
changed @ good deal since I was on « farm, 
In those days the business used to be handled 


by @ local codperative company, which hired 
a butter maker. Today there is the central- 
ized plant with its cream stations through 
the country and the shipping ts @one for 
hundreds of miles. The drawback of the 
dairy business has always been the difficulty 
of hiring heip to do the milking, but the 
mechanical milkere will soon éo away with 
that trouble. 

“In a way, my whole life has been wrapped 
up with the farm, though it has been years 
since I have done any work in the field. Kh 
was this knowledge of how to farm, though, 
that contributed largely to what success I 
heve had in the business worm. Always I 
have had the farmer's viewpoint. I know 
what improvements in farm machinery 
mean. And never in the days when I tried to 
make a sale to a farmer did I approach him 
wearing a high collar and a fancy veat. 
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Coal Tar Is a Valuable By-Product.

NM this enlightened age, no intelligent per- 
son would think of questioning the great 
value of coal to the human race. The 
powerful iron horses which carry us 
across continent and ocean in less than 

a week derive all of their power from that 
black mineral. 
great electrical plants that light cities, fur- 
nish power for electric railways, and turn 
all manner of machines, including the giant 
presses which give us our newspapers, obtain 
their energy from the precious mineral, coal. 
The heating value of coal, from the family 
furnace to the many other more important 
functions, is therefore too well known to 
cause further discussion. We see, then, that 
coal, the blackest mineral, gives us light for 
the physical eye, and which is more impor- 
tant still, ight for the mental eye. 

It is generally known that it is the carbon 
ef the coal which im burning yields this use- 
ful energy. But coal, even the best coal, is 
not pure carbon; it contains impurities. Some- 
times only 4 or 6 per cent of impurities, some- 
times as high as 20 per cent or more, but all 
coal contains impurities te a greater or lesser 
extent. 

Now, the impurities are, strange to say, 
even more Valuable than the carbon which 
furnishes the power so useful to mankind. 
The ingenuity of man might easily substitute 
water power for coal power, as, indeed, is 
now largely done where coal is not readily ob- 
tainable, but the substitutes for the hun- 
dreds of valuable products obtained from the 
impurities extracted from coal would be hard 
if not impossible to find. Millions of dollars 
are consumed every day when the impurities 
of coal are burned with it. Let us see just 
what has been done with these impurities 
when they have been treated by the chemist 
and turned to their greatest worth. Putting 
aside the moisture, ash, and sulphur, which

} problemeendite complete ansiysis is not per 


fected as yet. But it also offers him reward 
tenfold for his labors. 

Probably the most valuable substances 
obtained from oval tar are the compounds 
from which the chemist obtains our beauti- 
ful dyes. We have all heard of coal tar 
dyes. From this dirty, brown, oily fluid the 
chemist has extracted all the brilliant colors 
of the rainbow. The red of the rose, or the 
red of blood, the blue of the sky, the green 
of the grass, the golden yellow of the set- 
ting sun—all these and many others have 
been equaled by these dyes which had their 
origin in black coal. Saccharine, which is 
used in cheap candies to replace sugar be- 
cause it is about three-hundred times as 
sweet as sugar, has been indirectly extracted 
from tasteless coal. 

There ts hardly any field of life in which the 
products of coal tar do not finda use ‘1..at 
which pleases the eye and that which pleases 
the tongue, that which cures and that which 
kills, life and death are all extracted from 


this strange and wonderful impurity, coal 
tar.

Preserves Life of Lumber. 

When lumber ie soaked in coal tar its life 
ig extended almost indefinitely. A very good 
eZample of the preserving quality of coei 
‘tar ia to be found in Phifadelphia. Market 
street, one of the busiest and most important 
streets in the world, is paved with wooden 
blocks which were soaked in coal tar previous 
to the time they were laid, and, although they 
have been laid more than two years, there is 
practically no sign of wear. 

Hnormous quantities of asphalt are ob- 
tained from coai tar. Thousands of roads and 
streets are now paved with one of the pred- 
wots of coal tar,.formerly considered a worth- 
less substance, Ammonia, used so extensive- 
ly for cleaning purposes, id another of the 
products. The mace of tar paper tells its

Have you guessed as yet that the substance 
which ie so useful and powerfw! in our pres- 
ent day civilisation was the scenery of this 
world drame; thet the coal mines of Pennsyl- 
vania were once the trackless jungles of 
Pennsy)venia, or rather part of Paleolithia, 
the name given by geologists to that distant 
era? Tite is hard to believe, but it is ecien- 
tifically reasonable and is the theory accepted 
by moderna scientists.

The average town folks long for something 
alive, something that has a touch of nature 
fm it, something to feed and care for, and, 
last but not least, something that will furnish 
them good things to dat. What is more beau- 
tiful than a pen of fowls of one breed, of one 
color, of uniform size, and of one shape, bask- 
ing in the eun on « bright epring day, and 
what is more musical] to those who love na- 
ture than the cackling of the hens? It adds 
Mfe to the home of the humble cottager as 
well as to the more pretentious home of the 
suburbanite.

Care of Flock Recreation. 

One who keeps poultry as it should be kept 
will derive much enjoyment out of the work 
ané time put into it. He becomes a poultry 
fancier; he studies their habite and endeav- 
ore in every way possible to develop their 
points of beauty and their capacity for pro- 
éuctiveness, thus doing his share to improve 

He takes a lively interest In everything his 
flock does, and he soon becomes accustomed 
to easily detecting when anything is wrong 
with any of them. He knows the individual- 
tty of each specimen, he learns the habits of 
every one, and @scovers the shortcomings 
which must be overcome, !f possible, in the 
future generation. 

The interest in his little backyard flock 
grows on him, and he can hardly wait until 
his daily work is over to be home with his 
hens. He becomes a poultry enthualast and 
the work lie puts in caring for the flock seems 
easy; in fact. he no longer regards it as work, 
but ae pastime and recreation The poultry 
keeps him at home and he no longer goes out 
to look for other enjoyment which may cost 
money and do him no good. 

The expense of keeping a small flock is lit- 
tla The tablescrape from any ordinary fam- 
ily will go far towards keeping a dozen or 
more hens To this, of course, must be added 
a little grain fed tn the litter each day, end a 
hopper placed before them at all times, con- 
taining oyster shells, grit, and charcoal. 

People keep pets around the house which 
never bring in a penny, buta ben will always 
pay ber way. There is lote of pleasure in 
going out into the benhouse in the evening 
and gathering enough real egee for 
breakfast the next morning. Just think of 
having eggs for soft boiling which can be 
depended upon and which have been laid by 
healthy hens in a clean, sanitary henhouse! 
With the proper care and feeding you can 
have such eggs in the dead of winter, when 
strictly fresh eggs are prohibitory to the 


workingmen.

No Rooster Needed. 

I@ does not require much room to properly 
houge and keep a small flock. A spacein the 
back yard eight by fifteen feet will be plenty 
of room to house and yard a flock of twelve or 
fifteen hens. BDven if confined more closely 
than that they will do well, providing every- 
thing about the place ie kept fresh and clean 
and given lots of strew to exercise in. Most 
any one a bit handy with tools can bulid a 
neat ttle henhouse 6x8 or purchase the port- 
able kind sold by poultry supply houses. 

If you should Mve in a district where the 
neighbors do not appreciate the musical 
motes of the crowing cock at morn it would 
be well not to keep any male birde at all. 
The hene will lay just as well without a lord 
and master to call them to their meals, and 
sterile eggs will keep better than those con- 
taining a fertile germ. Those who keep hens 
in this manner can purchase baby chicks 
each spring to keep up their flocks and kill or 
dispose of all the crowers as soon as they 
show signs of getting boisterous. 

This ie a good time of the year to lay the 
corner etone for the little back yard poultry 
plant. Either buy an incubator and some 
hatching eggs or baby chicks and a go000d 
prooder, but in either case buy from reliable 
people, for upon the foundation depends 
much of your future success.

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Takes More Interest in Work: 


Why Man Gets 


the Better Pay. 


By JOHN A. HOWLAND. 


HERE is a most appreciable difference 
between the salaries paid men stenog- 
raphers and those paid to women ste- 
hographers. Why this marked dis- 
crepancy should exist has for a long 
time been the subject of much discussion. 

A prominent business man who hirés and 
res many sienographers every year, ex- 
presses bis views on the subject and, inci- 
Gentally, seems to solve the problem. He 
says: | 

“In the first place men stenographers are 
far more reliable than the women. They 
are at their desks on time in the morning 
and if they have to work nalf an hour or so 
overtime they do so uncomplainingly. 

* Women, as a general rule. do not show 
this spirit of buriness interest. Promptly 
et the hour w quitting for the day they quit. 
To them an important business letter is a 
thing that can hold over until tomorrow. 

“Women do not enter into the spirit of 
the business as eagerly as the mendo. To 
mine-tenths of them a stenographic position 
means pin monty and theater tickets. To 
the average man it means food and advance. 
ment. 

“A man takes keen interest in learning 
the business in which he is empioyed. The 
Mastery of important details to him is ab- 
Sorbing, for it means his ultimate advahce- 
ment. He studies the wants of his employer 
- @md constantly keeps his eye on the ntan 
just above him. Some day he hopes to step 
inte the shoes of the man higher up. 

“A woman, however, generally keeps her 
eyes on the clock. She covets the job of 
the woman who holds a superior position 
end is envious of her standing with the firm. 
But if the woman who has the better job 
Were to die someday, the stenographer would 
pot assume her responsibilities, for she has 
mot studied the business in its various de- 
tails. She simply has been content with 
remaining a mere machine. 

“ The cares of the boss are dismissed the 
moment she transcribes her last shorthand 
mote. She doesn't stop to figure out how 
@ghe may advance the interests of her em- 
ployer; #he doesn’t concern herself with the 
business farther than drawing her pay en- 
vyelope That's the most vital thing at- 
tached to her position. 

“Such differences in attention to bust- 
mess are productive of but one result—good 
ealaries to the men and much lower ones 
to the women Some of the men I employ 
are not doing a bit more work than some of 


the women I have working for me, but they’re 
far more valuable assets and I pay them 
accordingly. Twenty-five dollars is a mod- 
erate salary for a man stenographer; it’s 
a great big one for a woman. Some day 
the man will command a better position and 
an advance in talary. To this end he's 
studying his work and familiarizing himself 
with routine and methods He gets ac- 
Quainted with the men who hold better jobs 
than his and seeks ar insight into the busi- 
ness 

“Many of my department heads and lieu- 
tenants started with me as stenographers. 
They did not type our business correspon- 
dence in a perfunctory way. They studied 
the correspondence and received a business 
education by so doing. They have advanced 
with the growth of the firm. I wish I could 
say this much for many of the women in my 
employ. 

“I have a few women working for me who 
really are business women. Many more. 
however, who started in as stenographers are 
still punching the typewriter keys, and the 
prospects are they wil! continue to do so until 
age demands a change or until they are mar- 
ried. 

“The young woman who becomes @e ste- 
nographer should give as much attention to 
learning the business as the men do. Ste 
neecs the money, or she would not be a ste- 
nographer. She should apply herself and 
put hereelf in position for advancement. The 
day may come when she will have to depend 
solely upon the fruits of her labors for a 
livelihood, Should that day come she ought 
to be prepared to meet the ordeal. 

“If women made themselves as valu- 
able to their employers as the men do the 
difference in salaries would not be so ex- 
tremely marked. We pay our men stenog- 
raphers more than we do our women because 
they are worth the difference. They are 
something more than stenographers. They 
are dependable employés, who. should occa- 
sion demand, could step into the breach and 
fill an important position. The women, on 
the contrary, are far less valuable to us. 
They write shorthand and they operate a 
typewriter satisfactorily, but outside of that 
they are not valuable acauisitions. 

“I speak, of course, of the nine-tenths. 
The other tenth are in the graduated class. 
They started in with a desire to be business 
women. They are business women in every 
sense, and the salaries they receive are in 
meaniants with _ value to the firm.” 
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Good Credit Valuable Asset. 


AVE you credit at any bank? 

If necessity required it, could you 
go anywhere. tomorrow, and borrow 
money? Establishment of credit and 

maintenance of it are two essential 

attributes to success. Although there is a 
Gifference between establishing credit and 
plain, ordinary “ ronning bills,"" the former 
is often secured at the start by the latter. 

Most business houses have a credtt depart- 
ment and many encourage running accounts

the valuable and helpful literature on agri- 
culture, and saved at least a small sum te 
meet emergencies.

Houston Black Clay. 

Chicago—[Forward to the Land Bureau. }— 
I wish to ask if you have any information in 
regard to the soil condition of a tract of land 
lying’ southwest of Galveston, Tex., adja- 
cint to and west ot Cyster Buy. north of 
Austin Bayou, five miles east of Angleton, 
and south of Danbury. I wish to know the soil 
conditions, kind of crops adapted to thé soil, 
water conditions, also climatic conditions. 
This is represented to be a fertile piece of 
land and that there can be grown three or 
four crops a year. L, A. O. 

A federai soil survey of the Brazoria area 
made in 1902 by the bureau of soils of the 
United States department of agriculture in- 


‘dicates that the soil five miles east of Angle- 


ton is Houston black clay. The report says 
of this soll and what it will produce: 

" The Houston black clay is a black or drab 
clay from six to ten inches in depth, underlain 
by a drab or yellow waxy clay containing 
lime nodules and sometimes small quantities 
of iron concretions. It becomes compact and 
cracks into hard, irregular blocks on drfing, 
but when well cultivated it is quite friable 
and has a texture much like a clay loam. 
In dry seasons the cracks in the lower areas 
af this type are often from two to six inches 
wide and from three to six inches deep. There 
is.a phase of this soil locally known as ‘ hog 
wallow,’ where the surface is rather uneven. 

“ Alkali spots and sand mounds similar to 
those occurring in the Calcasieu fine sandy 
loam occur in this type, but the mounds are 
comparatively rare. In some places, on the 
other hand, the alkali spots are plentiful, 
though of small extent, rarely exceeding four 
feet square. They are usually in depressions 
from five to ten inches lower than the sur- 
rounding soil. 

“The Houston black clay comprises about 
three-fourths of the area of the treeless prai- 
rie and is found in the parts having the least 
elevation. 

* 
Best Rice Soil in the Country. 

“The larger part of this soll is used asa 
range for cattle [that was in 1.J/2, when the 
survey was made], but where it can be well 
drained it is considered good for general 
farming purposes. Even the truck crops and 
pears have been found to do well uponit. Rice 
has been found to give a good yield and this 
soll is doubtless destined to become one of 
the best rice soils of the country. The yield 
of prairie grass is heavy and a large quan- 
tity of it is cut and baled each year, the price 
varying from $3 to $8 per ton. When there 
is extended drought in northern and western 
Texas the prices sometimes range higher. 

‘Quite often there is a narrow strip of 
forest found on this soil bordering the 
streams. This consists of a variety of small 
oaks, and some areas afte covered with a 
thick growth of bush, locally called ‘ coffee 
bean.” ”’ 

Most of the trucking industry fn that sec- 
tion has been developed since the survey 
was made. Consequently there is no refer- 
ence to these latter day crops being raised 
around Angleton. 

The report Wescribes the climate of the 
area as follows: 

“The climate of the Brazoria area is that 
of the warmér temperate zone. The tem- 
perature is high in summer and the winters 
are so mfid that roses bloom practically all 
the year round. Gulf breezes moderate the 
heat of summer to some extent. Occasionally 
in winter a north wind brings in a short pe- 
riod of comparatively cold weather, byt such 
periods rarely extend over two or thrée days. 

“The rainfall is sufficient for ordinary 
crops, but in many seasons it is unevenly dis- 
tributed, an excess of precipitation being suc- 
ceeded by periods of drought. often resulting 
in great loss of unirrigated crops.” 

* 
Truck Farming Important. 

A bulletin published by the Texas state 
department of agriculture quotes from the 
tederal soil survey and adds: 

“ The sugar industry has grown In the coun- 
ty since 1902 until it now eclipses the mag- 
nitude it attained at the period of greatest 
development before the war between the 
states. Its further growth seems assured. 
as capital is available, the county has the 
lands, and profits are alluring. © 

“ During the last decade rice growing has 
assumed large proportions, water being sup- 
plied by canals and shallow wells. The pro- 

duction of corn and cotton is what might be 


expected from so favorable an environment, 
as is also that of the other crops. 

“ Truck farming and the growth of fruits 
and flowers have developed into industries 
ef prime importance. The climate enables 
garden vegetables of the choicest description 
to be placed on the market in January and 
February. Cultivators in the county havean 
advantage also in being able to put early 
and superior fruits on the market. — 

“ Strawberries and other small fruits are 
raised in perfection and find ready sale in 
nearby and distant cities and towns. Pear 
culture, being less successful and profitable, 
has largely given place to other fruits. 

We find no reference either in the sol! sur- 
vey or the state agricultural? bulletin as to 
water conditions. For this and other infor- 
mation that this letter may not answer I 
would suggest that you write to the commis- 
sioner of the state department of agriculture, 
Austin, Tex., or to the chamber of commerce, 
Houston, Tex.

In the Ozarks. 

Jacksonville, Il).—{Forward to the Land 
Bureau.]—Will yeu kindly give me an idea as 
to the soil in Howell county, Mo., and the 
average amount of rainfall? Will appreciate 
all information you can give me in regard to 
the county. M. 8. 

A federal soil survey made in 1902 says of 
the county in part: 

“The Ozark uplift involves almost the 
whole of Missouri south of the Missouri river 
and a considerable portion of northwestern 
Arkansas. Over this vast area there are fea- 
tures of topography and characteristics of 
soil common to every part. In Missouri one 
series of rocks, the Cambro-Silurfan, occu- 
pies the greater part of forty-two counties, 
and these by processes of weathering and 
erosion may be relied upon to give similar 
results in physiography and soil conditions. 

“The area surveyed occupies a position 
pearly central in this extensive plateau, for 
such it is, and a little to the southeast of the 
point of highest elevation. Because of the 
relation which the soils of the area surveyed 
bear to the adjoining territory the survey 
has a double value; it shows the exact soil 
conditions of Howell county and it is also an 
index of the goll conditions of much of the 
surroundirg region. 

“The grazing of cattle at firet formed the 
chief industry of the farmers of howell coun- 
ty, but with the decrease in the extent and 
depreciation in quality of the public range 
grain farming assumed first place in the local 

“culture, both in acreage and value of 
product. In this line of agriculture there has 
been no noticeable change, the same crops— 
corn, wheat, oats, rye, and timothy—being 
grown now as formerly. 

* 


Locality Attracted Soldier. 

“ About 1882 an agricultural interest new 
to the region—fruit growing—was introduced 
into Howell county. This industry has sirice 
spread to other parts of southern Missouri, 
which has become famous for the quality of 
its fruits. Col. J: C. Evans, whose atten- 
tion was first; called, to: the poesibilities: of 
the soils of the region for fruit growing while 
passing through the country with his regi- 
ment during the civil war, planted the first 
commercial orchard of apples and peaches 
at Olden, near the center of the county. His 
experiment was a success, and furnished the 
basis for the orchards that now reach from 
Springfield to the border of the state. fol- 
lowing the line of the St. Louls and San 
Francisco railroad. The ofiginal Olden 
orchard still exists. and additions have been 
made until it now contains 1,300 or 1,400 
acres. 

“ Experiment has shown that wine grapes 
are most profitably grown and they now 
eccupy the whole area. 

“ While the temperature recorde show con- 
siderable range throughout the year, the 
summers are usually not excessively hot nor 
the winters extremely cold. But little snow 
falls, and this seldom remains long on the 
ground. The winter season is best described 
as a succession of alternating periods of 
moderately coM and comparatively mild 
weather. The rainfall is well distributed 
throughout the year. but periods of drought 
are not infrequent, though usually not of suf- 
ficient length to do general injury to the 
erops. 

“These records of precipitation are taken 
from the weather bureau station at Olden: 

“January. 2.44 inches; February, 3.21; 
March, 5.31; April, 4.53; May. 4.389; June. 3.45; 
July, 3.88; August, 2.72; September, 3.12; Oc- 
tober, 2.40; November, 2.88; December, 2.34. 

* 
Little Level Area. 

“In the late fall and early spring thereare 
occasional unseasonable warm spells, which 
force the fruit buds unduly and render them 
Mable to damage by freezing. From 


-rainfall and its distribution. 
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somewhat fragmentary records at Olden it is 
geen that killing frost may tome as late in | 
the spring as April 23 and as early in the | 


fall as Sept. 18. This gives an average grow- 
ing season for tender vegetation of 161 days. 


“The success with fruit in this area shows | 


that the climatic conditions are in the main 
highly favorable to the industry. 

““ Nowhere in the county do there occur 
extensive level areas. In general the south- 
ern half of the county is more level than in 
the northern half, 

“Thorough drainage is attained tn every 
part of the county through a complete sys- 
tem of ramifying streams and draws. These 
divide and subdivide until they end in 
ravines or gullies in the highest hills. 

“ Because derived from a common rock 
acted upon by the same Conditions in every 
part of the county the soils are comparative. 
ly uniform over large areas and show a well 
marked relationship to one another. 

* 
’ Stony Loam Extensive. 

“The different soils are Clarksville stony 
loam, Clarksville loam, and Clarksville silt 
loam. The report says of these types of 
soil: 

“The Clarksville stony loam is by far the 
most extensive type in the area. It occurs 
in every part of the county and occupies al- 
most 8 per cent of the whole area. Itisa 
loam of grayish or yellowish color, with « 


depth of seven inches, resting on a heavier 
yellow loam extending to a depth of from 
fifteen to twenty-five inches, where it gives 
way to a stiff red or reddish clay that is con- 
tinuous downward for several feet. The 
upper fifteen to twenty-five inches of soil is 
noticeably silty and particularly so in the 
surface few inches. 


“From the surface downward there is a. 


gradual increase in the clay content until the 
material becomes distinctly a clay. The clay 
varies in color from a dark reddish brown to 
a yellowish red. 

“ The sol) of this type contains from 10 te 
6 per cent of chert and sandstone frag- 
ments, the chert largely predominating. 
Under cultivation the fragments and bowl 
ders, generally not of large size, become 
mixed with the soll, or, as sometimes hap- 
pens, they are picked off and form a much 
less conspicuous feature of the type, There 
are considerable areas, lying chiefly along 
the larger stream, that are so rough and 
rocky as to be impracticable of cultivation. 

“ The crops produced on this soll are chief- 
ly the grains and grasses, which are most 
important in extent and probably in total 
value, and. fruit, which has gained for the 
region a prominent place in the frult areas of 
the: United Siates. 

‘The average ylelds of the grains and hay 
are moderate, in correspondence with the 
moderate fertility of. the soil. They are also 
influenced to a large extent by the annual 
The average 
yield per acre of wheat ranges from eight to 
ten bushels, that of corn from fifteen to 
thirty bushels, and of the chief hay grass— 
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timothy—from one to one and one-half tons. 
The yield of rye is about that of wheat, and 
of oats from twelve to thirty bushels per 
acre. Of the leguminous plants clover and 
cowpeas are grown, but the droughts to 
considerable damage to these crops and the 
total production is small. About one ton per 
acre is regarded as an average yield. 

“ Cotton is grown to a limited extent in the 
extreme southern part of the county, but the 
yield is small, ranging from 150 to 300 pounds 
per acre. . 

* : 
Grows Superior Fruit. 

“The fruits most extensively grown in the 
area are the peach and the apple. and the 
orchards are almost entirely limited to the 
Clarksville stony loam, ‘The fruit is uni- 
formly of large size and superior quality, 
while the color is especially attractive. The 
other fruits grown are the pear, plum, straw-~- 
berry, blackberry, and raspberry. ‘These 
small fruits do not succeed as well on the 
upland soil as on the soil of the bottom lands, 

‘Grapes of all kinds thrive on every part 
of this type and are generally considered to 
be the best adapted to the soil of any of 
the fruits grown. 

“ Considering the type as a whole, the tree 
fruite and grapes are better adapted to it 
than any other class of crops. The soil is 
not eulitable for crops making a heavy dreft 
on its fertility each season, and if the grains 
are to be grown successfully care must be 
taken to maintain and increase the supply 
of available plant food. Even fruit would 
be ponetned by pean pest wot : ace or- 
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ganic matter to the soil. The 
plants should be more ‘often incing 
rotation of crops, and either piowed ¢ 


entircly or the hay fed to stock and retum..

Place in a warm, well greased crock to 
rise. In about three hours it will be ready 
to turn out a spongy mass on to the bread- 
board ready to be divided into loaves, and 
tnerely shaped to fit the warm greased pans, 
éniy half filling them. Keep them barely 
warm till double their bulk; then bake, if in 
small pans, about a. haif hour. 

To increase the quantity, remember to use 
the same proportions. Three measures of 
flour to one of liquid. 

Compressed yeast is sensitive toheat. The 
flavor of the.bread will be impaired if the 
dough is kept too warm while rising. 

Six hours is all the time required for this 
breed from the beginning till ready for the 
table. 

Five hours is sufficient if a bread mixer 
is used; three minutes kneading in the mixer 
is all the actual kneading that is required. 

Superior rolls are made by using the dough 
after the first rising. merely molding them 
into any desired shape and letting rise a half 
hour.

What Y ou Owe a Guest. 


Do I hear you say that you cannot spare 
a room Hke this for chance guests, that you 
need every chamber of good size that you 
have, and that you must tuck your guest 
into a wee apartment which is all you can 
yield for the occasional visitor? 

I sympathize with you, for durings num- 
ber of years I was in the same position. 
But always I bore in my mind a hospitable 
and, crowded home in which I made some 
of the moet delightful visits of my girlhood, 
where the guest chamber was a hall room, 
termed by the famiiy “the shelf.” There 
was space in it for nothing but the single 
bed, the small bureau, the tinier wash- 
stand, and the diminutive table, and @ cou- 
ple of chairs. Yet the furnishings were 
skillfully arranged to make the most of 
the limited space and the supply of towels, 
tollet needfula, writing materials, and the 
like were as generous as though the room 
had been ten times its size. 

Leave the contemplation of the spare 
rooms of others for a moment and look at 
your own. If you were a visitor would you 
be content with it, if ite comferts were 
becked by a hearty welcome, or do you rely

Green Tomato Mincemeat. 

“I eend the recipe asked for by Mrs. R.

“GREEN TOMATO MINCEMBEAT.— 
Half peck green tomatoes, sliced. Two 
tablespeonfuls ealt. Let these stand to 
gether two hours, and drain Cover with 
cold water and boll for two hours. Pre- 
pare half @ pound of chopped suet, two 
pounds raisins, chopped fine, two pounds 
brown sugar, one pint cider vinegar, one 
teaspoonful each of cinnamon, cloves, 
mace, and nutmeg. This will keep in jars all 
wimter and is equal to mincemeat made 
with meat. Mus. N. B. G.”’ 

I give this recipe now, although green 
tomatoes are not in season, that it may 
be put away against the time when they 
Will te avellable. I trust it may be of use 
for it certainly ought to be quite as di- 
gestible as that of which meat is a part— 
and in tomato season, less expensive!

WANT a recipe for good white 
66 bread, how much flour is to be used 
in it, and hew to mix it. A recipe 
would be most thankfully received.

“TI have been keeping house long and am 
fairly suecessful in everything I cook with 
the exception of my bread. I heve tried a 
number of different methods, but none is 
successful, Will some oné, kindly tell me 
the exact proportions for two small loaves 
of bread and a small pan of rolis? I would 
like to make the latter in the evening with 
yeast and mix it in the morning. Can you 
tell me exactly how long te let sponge rise 
and how long to let it remain in the pans? 
I live in a steam heated house and can ail- 
ways Keep bread ‘in & warm ‘place away 
from a draft. : it GS ee 

These two queries were lying on my desk 
awaiting their turn to appear in this de- 
partment when the following letter, writ- 
ten in answer te the appeal of another cor- 
respondent, came to my hands. I give it as 
a reply to both the above. | 

“in response to a request for «a bread 
formula I would Uke to give mine, in which: 
I use potatoes. I certainly have moat de- 
liclouge bread, and my recipe is so simple 
that I would like to lend a ‘ helping hand,’ 
as I am much interested in the Corner. 
These are the directions: 

“ Select one good sised potato, slice and 
boil until done; mash smooth with a potato 
masher. You should have a quart and a 
half of the potato water. Break up three- 
quarters of a cake of yeast, put it into a 
cup of warm water to dissolve. When en- 

tirely smooth pour the yeast into the potato 
water, stirring in enough flour to make a 
batter stiff enough to drop from «a spoon. 
Set In a warm place to rise. This I do at 
noon. 

“ Before going to bed; my sponge is up, 
light as a cork. Then I make it up stiff 
by taking one cup of sugar, one large tabie- 
spoonful of cottolene or lard, and ohe- 
half tableapoonful of salt. I put these into 
my mixing bowl, then turn in my sponge 
and one pint 6¢ warm water. I put in the 
flour next, folding it in with a large spoon 
and taking care not to get the dough too 
stiff. I knead it for some minutes, grease 
the dough well on the top and bottom, then 
cover it and set to rise. In the morning 
I find it beautiful and light, ready to be 
made into loaves. I grease the top of the 
loaves, so as to make the crust tender. 

“ You will have to use care and net iet 
the bread get too light. Have the oven a 
good heat and bake slowly. I bake mine an 
hour. Of coursé, you have to be governed 
by the size of the loaves. This amount 
makes six good sized loaves. I should like 
to hear from any of the sisters who may 
use this recipe. If the directions are care- 
fully followed there will be no such thing as 
failure. F. O.”’ 


. _* * 
Follow Directions Carefally. 

This recipe ought to be helpful to “Mrs. 
Von K.,” although it is on rather toe large 
a scale for C. D. L. My own recipe, which 
I give below for her benefit, is as explicit 
as I can make it, but it ie impossible to 
offer such close directions thet a certain 
amount of judgment ia not called for. The 
nature .of flour differs, some thickening 
more than others, so thet the full allow- 
ance of one brand is too much of another. 

Atmospheric conditions affect the rapid- 
ity with which the bred riges, so that one 
cannot say that ae fixed length of time will 
always suffice to bring the dough to the 
eorrect degree of lightness. So, too, with 
the oven. Uhless you have an oven ther- 
mometer you cannot be sure of having the 


same temperature each time you bake or 
all the time the bread is in the oven. The 
only way is to use common sense in fol- 
lowing careful directions and learn by mis- 
takes as well as by successes. 

The recipe I give has been used in my 
Own house with complete satisfaction for 
years, and yet there are other rules which 
would work quite as well and are preferred 
by other housekeepers. 

Sift two quarts of good flour inte a bow! 
with half a teaspoonful of salt and a tea- 
spoonful of white sugar. Heat a pint of 
milk almost to boiling with a heaping tea- 
spoonful of butter, put with it a pint of 
boiling ter, and let the liquid become 
] When it reaches this stage put 
into it half @ cake of yeast dissolved in half 
a eupful of tepid water, rubbing the yeast 
perfectly smooth. Turn all into a hollow 
made in the middie of the flour, stir it with 
@ spoon to a dough, turn it on a board and 
knead it for ten minutes, The dough should 
be just firm enough to handle, but not stiff. 
If it seeme stiff, add a little more lukewarm 
water. Should it seem softer than you can 
handie, work in a little more four. The 

« Bemeral rule ie that there should be fully 
twice as much flour as liquid and theabove 
direction does not quite come up to that 
stipulation. 

Fieur the board before you put the dough 
upon it and flour your hands. Knead the 
dough by pushing it from ‘you with the 
peim of the hand and drawing it back with 
the Gngers. When you have worked it for 
ten minutes turn it into a bowl, cover it 
with a towel or with one of the perforated 
covers that come on bread mixers, and let 
it stand in a warm corner until [t has risen 

_te twice ite original bulk. This will prob- 
ably take about six hours. Turn it on the 
board again, divide it into three equal parts, 
two for bread and one for rolls, knead each 
about five minutes, put the two loaves in 
greased pens, and set them to rise for about 
an hour. 

If the loaves seem large, divide the quan- 
tity of dough. A good sized loaf of bread 
should bake in three-quarters of an hour 
in a moderate oven. Itis@e mistake to make 
the loaves too large. 

Lay a piece of brown paper over the top 
of them when they go in and remove this 
at the end of fifteen minutes. When yov 
take the loaves from the oven leave them 
in the pans for about ten minutes, then take 
them out and tip them on their edges. 

Work over your dough for rolls, adding a 
couple of tablespoonfule of Sutter to the 
dough, make them into rolls and let them 
rise to twice the first bulk before you bake 
them. They will require from fifteen to 
twenty minutes baking in a good oven. I 
hope with all my heart these directions may 


help.

May I offer a suggestion that may be of as- 
sistance to housewives who have to combat 
the high cost of living? 

At this time of the year pure leaf lard may 
he murchased cheaply, consequently the 
thougntrui nousekeeper wih prepare ner next 
Sumer s supply now. I find my way of ren- 
Gaping beaf lard neither troublesome or aifm- 
eult and that, coupled with the fact that I 
have the pure product at a saving of 6 cents 
& pound, makes itagreeabie. Try it 

I buy from ten to twenty pounds et s time 
Then cut the leaf lard in inch stripe and 
mash with a potato masher on the meat 
beard. Put in @ large kettle and set on the 
back of the range. As soon as the lard be- 
gine to melt add a sma!! pinch of baking soda. 
Btrain into pails or crocks through « rether 
thick piece of muslin. When cold cover with 
Waxed paper and set in a cool place. 

The waste is almost nothing, as I have 
legs than « handful of scraps. Some even 
wee these to make scrapple, which is a nice 
dish for lovers of cornmeal. 

This way is easier than running the leaf 
lard through the meat chopper, with the 
added advantage that it may be within the 
reach of those who are not the fortunate pos- 
sessors of such @ convenience.

Two Things That Help Save. 

I believe in Mving within one’s means, 
whether the income be large or small, and 
saving something each week. 

There are two things I would not try to 
keep house without, even if I had to do with- 
out something else or even buy on time—a 
meat grinder and a fireless cooker. With my 
meat grinder I can use up all scraps of meat 
that would often be thrown away. It makes 
nice hash or meat loal, or can be used for 
sandwiches in lunches. 

One can save the bread scraps and when 
dried out grind and put in glase jars, having 
them ready when needed, saving time as well 
as scraps. 

Then I make my own nut butter. I take 
the puts through two or three times, adding 
salt. In this way they are nicely mixed. 
One can make five pounds at a time and seal 
in glass jars ready for use when needed, 
Buying peanuts in quantity for roasting 
saves about half in price and more than half 
on nut butter. 

As @ substitute for meat I make a vegetable 
loaf. Take one-half pound nut butter and a 
pint of etrained tomatoes; mix well, season 
with salt and pepper, add two tablespoons of 
corn starch dissolved in a little of the tomato, 
pour in buttered dish, bake twenty or thirty 
minutes. It is nice for lunches. Can be 
served hot or cold. 

With my fireless cooker I can prepare my 
dinner while doing my morning work. I 
prefer a three hole cooker, as then I can put 
in my meat, soup. and a pudding, having 
everything done to a turn when needed. 

Twenty minutes in the kitchen and you can 
have a nice hot dinner. You do not have 
hours over a hot stove in warm weather. If 
you use gas it saves on gas bills, and should 
you be from home a little late or have a caller 
you are not afraid your dinner will be late or 
burn. A fruit cake can be baked nicer than 
in any oven, and graham bread is nice or any 
light bread. Cereals are nice if you havea 
good cooker. I cannot begin to tell the many 
ways of eaving both money and strength.

Strength of a Hair.

Sudden Changes of Color. 

There are many interesting “traditions 
about the sudden blanching of the hair, and 
some well authenticated, in which hair has 
well nigh lost its color within twenty-four 
hours. There has been much discussion 
upon this point, and it is difficult to give 
any reasonable explanation for the sudden 
chenge. In many cases the gradua!) blanch- 
ing of the hair is hereditary. It is a natural 
process and cannot be retarded. It generally 


begins at the temples and creeps backward. 


to the crown. 

It is always much better, even if the hair 
turps prematurely gray, to allow it to take 
ite own course and never try to conceal its 
natural condition by @ye, for many dyes 
are most injurious and the consequences of 
their use have been sometimes fatal. But in 
any case, with the most harmless dyes, the 
fact is always apparent that the color is 
artificial. 

Nature when left to herself is most apt te 
follow out the lews of harmony, and she so 
changes the rest of the face to harmonize it 
with the color ofthe hair. You have all seen 
the effect of .defying her in her natural 
processes. You have all seen the face that 
would be beautiful framed with its own white 
hair, but which was startlingly ugly when 
surmounted by dyed locks.

Method of Washing. 

The nai@ral ol? from the scalp is furnished 
by oil glands, of which there are two or 
more to each hair. When the scalp is in a 
healthy condition no other dressing for the 
hair is nectsrary. 

Shampooing or washing the hair should be 
repeated as often as is necessary to keep the 
scalp clean. This may be once a manth or 
twiee a week. The following !‘s a good 
method of washing the hair: First rub the 
tneture of green soap thoroughly into the 
scalp with the finger tips, being careful not to 
scratch the skin with the nella Add a little 
water to make a good lather. White castile 
soap is very good to use, and its lather 
should be applied after the green soap. 

If your hair is very olly you may use a 
few drops of ammonia. More is apt.to dry 
the hair, or you may add a teaspoonful of 
soda to the first basin of water. The rinsing 
should be careful and thorough. Use several 
waters until the last one Js perfectly clear. 
Dry thoroughly with soft, warm towels, 
never use Turkish towels for this purpose, 
as they are too rpugh and tend to pull out 
the hair. Always, if possible, dry in the 
sun until every vestige of moisture is gone. 

The sun gtves the hair a sheen that it ob- 
tains no other way. After drying the scalp 
should be wel! massaged with the finger tips 
until the whole head isina glow.

The most popular picture is at the same time 
the simplest, the most comprehensive, and the most ap- 
pealing. 

A young girl, happy in poverty, singing in a meadow 
at sunrise—who couldn’t understand it? Who couldn’t 
appreciate it, admire it? 

“ The Song of the Lark,” by ‘Jules Breton, in the opin- 
ion of art critics, art amateurs, instructors, and guards at 
the institute, is-the most popular picture in the collection 
of paintings at the Chicago Art institute. 

The best way to judge of the popularity of a painting 
is to loiter in the institute some Wednesday dr Satur- 
day afternoon and to hear what the people say about the 
different pictures and to notice where they hesjtate, where 
they appreciate, where they criticise. 

“I’ve been here nearlg nine years,” said Hiram Dil- 
worth, one of the guards, “ and I feei positive that*‘ The 
Song of the Lark” is by all means the most popular 
picture. Many people ask me where it is, varying their 
questions from ‘Out for a Lark’ to the * Nightingale’s 
Song.’ And as. I: walk through the galleries I find moat 
people standing if front of that painting and hear more 
people nientidming it as they pass, out thal amy other.” 

Hatriet Monres,.speaking of this picture as the most 
popular choice, says: . 

“The popularity, of ‘pictures has little to do with their 
artistic quality.. The three pictures at the institute which 
attract the crowd most are probably ‘The Song of the 
Lark,’ by Breton; ‘The Bathers,.’ by Bouguereau, and 
‘Bringing Home the Newborn Calf,” by Millet. Of these 
the last is a great picture by a great master, while the 
other two are by French painters of the second rank. 
All three interest the crowd because of the story they tell, 
the sweet sentiment which they express, aid the story in 
the * Song of the Lark’ seems-to be the most appealing of 
the three.” 

* 


Gained Fame at World's Fair. 

The reason for this popularity lies partly in the con- 
ception of the picture and partly in the widespread fame 
it gained at the time of the World’s Fair. Hundreds >f 
thousands of people saw it at that time and approved 
of it, then went to their various homes all over the 
country and described it anew, so. that it gained the 
reputation of being ote of the “sights” of the fair. 

Later, when it came into the possession of the Art 
institute, with the Henry Field Memorial collection, it 
was already well known and did not need public ap- 
proval to win instant popularity. It came already intro- 
duced. It had already made a name for itself. 

The other reason, and the reason for its first success, 
is its choice of subject. It represents Poverty glorified. 

None of us likes to be poor, or yet to see others poor 
around us, 

But when we see poverty under the guise of happi- 
ness—as the all-to-be-desired goal of human existence— 
we almost envy the man who can sing at his work; the 
girl, too, who, straight and lithe, mimics the lark in her 
joy of living. 

The guards tell most amusing tales of the people who 
come in and ask for the most valuable picture. They 
are directed to the Rembrandt and stand uncertain and 
ill at ease before it. They are- conscious that they 
should admire and they scarcely know where to begin. 

Occasionally a brave soul speaks out and gives his 
honest American opinion, but his wife invariably silen-es 
him and tries to convince him and incidentally herself 
that the picture is worthy of all that is said about it.

One of the directors of the Art institute wpon being 
questioned as to the most popular picture named this 
one, and then began to tell of the unlikely places that 
he had seen copies of it. 

“Perhaps the most unlikely place was at the bottom 
of-the Mary McKinney mine in Cripple Creek.

© lovers of leisure and baters of work 
would better beware of Switzerland. 
For the man who is out of work and 
doesn’t make a tremendous effort to 
find it is tolerated there just about one 
month. Then be is picked up bodily and 
“lifted away,” or life is made so unpleasant 
for him that he sete out for other parts with- 
out ineeh 

From recent reports the authorities in the 
different towns are growing even more strict 
than they used to be. This is what happens 
toa main who says he is down and out and 
applies to local authorities or private indi- 
viduals for help. 

First, the authorities find him a job. The 
work is hard and they rather make @ point of 
having it so. If he takes it and stays at it 
until] he can find something better, all well 
and good. But if he refuses he is promptly 
sent to the workhouse. These places are 
under police supervision, the work is extreme- 
ly hard,“and the wages 4 pence a day. The 
man is not let out, either, without the consent 
and recommendation of those in charge. 

It might seem there would be difBeulty de- 
termining between those who are lazy and 
those who are merely out of work, but every 
precaution is taken against making such mis- 
takes. All conscientious workmen have papers 
given them by the town in which they work, 
giving references in regard to their character 
and ability. 

Then, too, there are relief stations in all 
parts of the country for the unemployed, who 
are out of a job through no fault of their own. 
Only those are admitted who have had regu- 
lar work during the previous three months 
and who bave been owt of work at least a 
week, These men are not pampered, either. 
They must be on the alert for a position and 
accept anything that is offered them. Onee a 
chronic idler has been found his papers are 
marked and he cannot apply for relief at any 
of the stations in Switzerland.

Do You Salt Your Babies? 


N- old superstitution is that if a new- 
born baby is carefully and abundant- 
ly salted he will be strong and hardy 
when he grows up, and that more- 

over evil spirits will never be able to pursue 
him. And this custom is still clung to in 
various parts of the world, though the meth- 
od of procedure is different with different 
peoples. 

In certain parte of Rusia, eapecially 
among some of the Armenian settlements, 
the salting of an infant is an occasion of 
great celebration, an-event in the life ef the 
youngster which is going to influence the 


whole of his life. The baby is rubbed well 
with fine salt, which ig left on for about five 
hours, and during that time songs are sung, 
food and drinks partaken of, and all the 
relatives and friends join in the celebration. 
If this ceremony is neglected bad luck is 
certain to follow the child even to the last 
years of his life. 

Mountain tribes of Asia Minor indulge in 
the same belief, though with them the baby 
is gemerally left from thirty to thirty-five 
hours in the salt.

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Fresh Fish Frozen 
Alive for Shipment. 


HE expression “ cold blooded as a fish ” 
does seem to have some actual founda- 
tion; at least if experiments France 
has recently been making toward the 

solving of the problem of the transportation 
of live, fresh fish from one part of the world 
to another are turning out as anticipated. 

Apparently the Gish are kept alive in ice for 
long periods of time. The starting process ‘s 
simple and easily managed. The fish are im- 
mersed in water, which ie near the freezing 
point and kept there for from three to five 
hours. At the end of that time the tempera- 
ture is lowered to the freezing point, and in 
that water they are kept for from fifteen to 
eighteen hours. Finally they are frozen by 
pouring tmto the water a freezing mixture 
which forms a cake of ice This is wrapped 
in a eloth specially prepared to keep it from 
melting during the transportation. 

At the end of the journey or of the desired 
time it is necessary to thaw the ice slowly. 


We Work a Lot 
Unaware of It. 
OPTON HADLEY, an English scien- 
tist, has lately given some interest- 
ing facts, pointing out what a tre 
mendous amount of usknown work 

we are doing every minute that we live. 

For instance, the muscular work performed 
in the simple act of walking is much greater 
than most of us have any idea of. 

Walking, he says, at the moderate rate of 
three miles an hour is equivalent to lifting 
the body perpendicularly through one-twen- 
tieth of the distance walked, If the person 
walk one mile at the rate mentioned the 
amount of work done would be equivalent to 
lifting the body perpendicularly through a 
distance of 264 feet. 

Supposing a person weighing 150 pounds 
walks five miles, he is doing work which 
equals the lifting of nearly eighty-eight tons 
one foot high. .Yet all the movements. of 
walking are, in the case of a healthy person, 
performed quite subconsciously, so that-.all 
the muscles employed in the act are actually 
exercising and developing themselves. 

A man cannot even stand perfectly still 
without this unconscious muscular action. 
For every moment of active life he is fightiag 
the most powerful of all natural forces, grav- 
ity, and it is only in the absolute codrdination 
of mind and muscle that keeps him erect and 
steady on his feet. 

The total strength of all the muscles in 
the body of a strong man can be estimated 
at about 10,000 pounds. Apart from the vol- 
untary muscles, which aumber over 500, there 
are infinite involuntary ones whieh are even 
too great to attempt to. cstimate. 

The skin is a perfect network of tiny mur 
cles. The stomach is merely a muscle sack. 
The air tubes of the lungs have muscular 
walle, and every one of these little muscles 
has its separate use, and is being dragged ‘into

Thousands Are Quitting the Home for 


FIAT is becoming of the American 
home 
Each year thousan’s of homes 
disappear. Each year thousands of 
families join the ranks of boarders, of “ tran- 
sients.” Each year thousands decide that the 
home as an institution is unnecessary, expen- 
sive. a responsibility that gives nothing in 


return. ° 


The apartment house is taking the place of 
the big family home. The hotel is found to 
be more convenient than a “ residence,” the 
hoarding house is replacing the cottage. The 
real “home” in the city is fast disappearing 
and in a few years may be as rare as the 
family ‘borse and surrey, the canary bird and 
the hen house. 

Fifty years ago the home was as much a 
part of the family life as it is possible for 
an inanimate thing to be. Thirty, twenty, 
even ten years ago, the home was recognized 
and given its just due. The decline of the 
home has taken place in the last five years.

The Home of the Olden. Day. 

Perhaps ‘you remember the home as it exist- 
ed years ago. . There was a big house, usually, 
in. which the family lived, and the family 
was jarger than it is now, too. As the sons 
and daughter married, they founded homes of 
their own, buying a house as soon as they 
could afford it, but returning to the old home 
for the holidays. Eventually one of the sons 
or daughters gained possession of the old 
home. The furniture was never changed. As 
things wore out or broke, they were replaced, 
but that was all. There was no attempt at 
decoration and no planning of new “color 
schemes.” 

In the old home the work: of a miniature 
factory was carried on. Before the manufac- 
ture of cloth in modern factories, the spinning 
wheel and the loom were important adjuacts 
of the home. As they were discarded, other 
duties took their places. Stockings and gloves 
were all “home knit.” Ready to wear clothes 
were unheard of, so the home served as a small 
clothes factory. With the help of a dress 
maker “ by the day,” each member of the fam- 
ily, except the man, was equipped with cloth- 
ing each spring and fall. The cut of the 
clothes may bave been a bit incorrect, accord- 
ing to the latest Parisian mode, but they were 
“made at home.” aie ; 

Years ago the housewife Who couldn’t bake 
was a failure. There were to corner bakeries 
to supply various kinds of bread and rolls. 
These had to be baked at home. Grocery 
stores were far different from the stores of 
today. Provisions were raised at home or pur 
chased in large quantities. Package soods,

A 
great many people tire of a flat in tWo years 
Either it seems too small or 
So the family moves. 


or less time. 
it lacks improvements. 
The craze to get into a new apartment grows 
every year. 

In the home of years ago the bousewile took 
pride in her own handiwork. The delicatessen 
shop, with its tempting array of dainties, 
ranging from an apple cake to 4 meat pie, 
has relieved her of much of her work in the 
kitchen. The modern groceries, with their 
neatly arranged packages and their out of 
season vegetables, have relieved her of more.

The sizeof the family is one of the chief 
the loss of the home.

There 
had to be a playroom, a big yard to play 
in, and several. bedrooms. ~The modern 
family is smaller. One or two or three 
children can be stowed away any place. 
Why have an extra room for them? 

“If I could only find a good servant I'd 
keep house all of the time,” says Mrs. 
Hetel-Dweller with a sigh. That is ove 
of the “whys” of the disappearing of the 
home. The trained servant today asks 
much higher wages than ten years ago. 
Ten years ago she was satisfied with a 
small room abeve the kitchen.. She was 
willing to use the family bathroom when 
opportunity allowed, her guests were received 
in the kitchen, when she was allowed to have 
guests.. Today the “maid” (for the word ser- 
vant bas gone) must have a room as large as 
the rooms occupied by the family.

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By a Former Commanding Officer of the 
Chicago Police Department. 
HAVE served almost thirty years in the 
police department, from patrolman to com- 
manding officer. My experience warrants 
me in saying that there are few men in the 
department who will not accept “little pres- 
ents.” In all my years on the force I never 
knew but One man who spurned such offerings 
as free drinks, cigars, etc. To paraphrase an 
old quotation, 
A five or ten spot now and then 
Is seldom spurned by policemen. 

But isa policeman dishonest who accepts 
gifts of this nature? From my point of view, 
be is not. It is a custom for which the people 
themselves are to blame. Scarcely a day or 
night passes that a policeman does not find an 
opportunity to do some person a favor. The 
person thus favored wishes to show his appre- 
ciation, and he invites the policeman to have a 
cigar or @ drink, or perbaps a little supper.

The recruit’s first night “on the job,” if he 
drinks or smokes, will be Bs he of all he 
cares for in the way of cigars and liquid re- 
freshments. His partner, who perhaps has 
traveled the beat for a long time, does not 
have to ask for these commodities. The sa- 
loonkeeper and his bartender wish to show the 


embryo patrolman how pleased they are at 


meeting such a “ fine young fellow,”, and he 
couldn't get away from accepting their hos- 
pitality if he tried te. 

Thet is the initiation of mest policemen. If 
he doean't drink er use tobacco, he certaialy 
eats. Bis pertner bas 2 restaurateur “on big 
staff,” at whose place he takes his midnight 
lunch. Restaurant keepers ask favors now 
and again, and the man traveling the post is 
welcome to the best on the menn. Pork and 
beans or a small steak with German fried po- 


tatoes are not hard‘to take after five hours of 
“ drilling,” and the new policeman gorges him- 
self. 

It would be against all rules and regulations 
of most policemen to pay for this repast. The 
cashier might die of heart disease if real 
money was tendered for the meal. As the re- 
cruit and his partner stand at the cigar case 
picking their teeth the cashier is reminded by 
a glance from the latter that he has forgotten 
the cigars. They light up and go out, bidding 
the cashier good-night and warning him not to 
take any spurious money. 

That may not be the experience of every re- 
cruit, but it was mine. 

You ask how a policeman can be of service to 
a restaurant keeper conducting an orderly place 
such as might entitle him to a nightly lunch. 
An all night lunchroom away from the busi- 
ness center is patronized after midnight by a 
class of young men who are known as “ round- 
ers.” Sometimes they try to start trouble 
with the cook because their chop is too well 
done or too rate. They have been drinking, 
and they want to emulate some heodlitim who 
was talked abot for a month bectuse he 
“cleaned out a beanery.” 

The policeman on the post is called in, and 
he stops the trouble either with his dub or by 
diplomacy. One little favor like this, and the 
policeman has a meal ticket as long as he is on 
the post.

law. In those days the policeman had things 
“pretty soft.” He had a,.place in which to 
toast his shins between “pulls’’ on a cold 
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night, and often he and the bartender were the 
only “customers” after 1 a.m. A game of 
“ forty-five” or pinochle helped to while away 
the hours. It made no difference who was 
“stuck” for the drinks, the house set ‘em up. 
But of recent years this pleasant old feature 


"of the police business bas disappeared. Sa- 


loons now close at 1 o’clock—at least they are 
supposed to close at that hour—and those 
that keep open do so at the peril of being re- 
ported by the policeman on the post. Onee in 
@ while a saloonkeeper ts allowed to “ steal’ 
an hour or two by a friendly policeman, who 
is taking a long chance, but the closing ordi- 
nance, in my opinion, is the best enforced of 
any of the city code. 

As a rule, saloonkeepers try to keep on the 
right side of the police, and they are glad to 
have the man on the post drop in and see 
them. There might be a serious fight or a 
murder in the saloon some night after 1 
o’clock, and the saloonkeeper might want the 
police record to show. that the occurrence was 
twenty minutes or half am hour before the 
closing time.

Take tle small tradesman who has a show- 
case on the sidewalk in front of his place of 
business. The law says it must aot project 
over a porta number of inches from the 
building line. “ Showcase orders,” as they are 
called, are sent out by the chief of police about 
twice a year, The cases are shoved back for 
a.few days, and then they are shoved out 
again.

vpon as a “cheap skate.” Many a man has 
felt compelled to subscribe to funds of this 
nature when he really couldn't afford it.

“Rocks” Show Sleuths Are Frugal. 

I know nothing about the detective bureau, 
never hkAving been connected with that branch 
of the police business ; ‘bub from the size of the 
“rocks” that some of the sleuths wear I 
would say that they are very frugal. 

Before the civil service law went into effect 
the tenure of a policeman’s job was wholly at 
the whim of the mayor. lt was customary for 
the new administration to “ clean out the city 


hall,” and the cleaning was begun by discharz- . e 


ing a few hundred policemen of all ranks. 

It was this system: that. made grafters of 
policemen. Members of the department, know- 
ing that they were not secure in their posi- 
tions, made the most of. their opportunity 
while the job lasted. If a man who had been 
thoroughly honest was thrown on the street 
without a dollar he was called a fool. He had 
a chance to “ feather his nest;” but he was too 
conscientious. 

Temptation to be dishonest makes many a 
man lax. That reminds me of one of George 
Ade’s fables in slang. The moral was “ Many 
a man is Honest because he never got a 
Chance to Cop.”

Prise she found out that the Greek dramatists did pot use 
the terpsichorean art as an interlude or period of rest. It

It was while working in clay and marble that she 
learned that dancing and sculpture are twin arts. 
For sculpture is rather an expression of curves and 
rhythmical movements—at its hest it achieves what 
the living hody does in the dance. ? 
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Before she was conscious of what she had done she 
found herself steeped in Greek ideals. She bad learned 
the beauties and mysteries of the Greek language and 
literature. These impelled her to take up the study of 
another of the fine arts, sculpture. 

She began her studies at the Art institute under Lorado 
Taft, and goon showed as much skill modeling clay as she 
had for dancing and study of the Greek drama. It was 
he who taught her that sculpture is more than a copy 
of a human figure. It is rather an expression of curves 
and rhythmical movements. At its best it achieves what 
the living body does in the dance. It expresses poetry of 
motion by poise of the body and by drapery. 

Therefore danding and sculpture are twin arts, having 
the same ideal and the same possibilities of expressing 
beauty. After Mrs. Moore had discovered this important 
truth she saw the splendid possibilities of both arte—and 
that any skill she could get from one might be employed 
in the other, and she hag developed the two side by side. 

In the beginning she was afraid that she would be un- 
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able to serve two muses and serve them equally well, but 
she soon learned that the one adds enthusiasm and zest 
to the other. She divides her time between the two, mod- 
eling in her studio and reviving the most perfect of the 
Greek and Renaissance dances. 

It has taken her several years to revive Greek dances, 
for little has come down in literature, so she had to study 
the movements she found on antique Greek vases. She 
has worked out two groups of dances in absolute correct- 
ness of detail. Ope of these is divided in three parts, rep- 
resenting the funeral dance at the tomb of Agamemnon 
from the libation pourers of Aischylus, the Eumenides or 
spell dance of the furies around Orestes, and the Bac- 
chanalia or sacred dance of Bacchus.

Moods Expressed in Dances. 

Qne of her most interesting dances is from the sym- 
phony of the seasons. The-dance of winter is full of 
action end quivers with a morbid strain; there is no vio- 
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lent action of the body. The moods and passions are 
rather expressed in the poise of the figure and the ex- 
pression of the face. She shows the same constraint and 
exquisitely fine rhythmic control in her dances of “ Mid- 
summer Night's Dream.” It is only in the Bacchanslia 
that she gives play to the lively, uncontrolled emotions 
found in the Greek dances expressing joy and laughter. 
Prof, Alfred Emerson, one of the most finished Greek 
linguidts and competent authorities of the classical and 
archmological world, describes Mrs. Moore’s Bacchanalia 
as stirring and sensational, aristocratic and emotional, 
as well as strictly authentic in construction. It will be 
seen that to infuse life into the relics of a dead time, to 


bring not only the Greek joy but the Asiatic frenzy to 
our foreign € civilization, and to touch the chords of deep- 


est being, is work for a genius. 

One of her most interesting Greek dances is that of 
Orestes. In the drama Orestes thinks himself safe in the 
home of the goddess Minerva, who would protect him from 
the consequences of what she proclaims a justifiable mur- 


fined, the most beautiful and stately of the court dances 
native to Spain and France. These she reconstructed 
from old paintings, illustrations, and diagrams. 

“ Dancing,” she says, “ is the true art of expression as 
it was understood by the ancients, but through long cen- 
turies of modernizing influence it bas gradually been lost. 
The revival of the art of the dance within the last few 
yearseig but a beginning that I believe will lead to a great

“It has declined steadily until it has lout all its poetry 
and has become nothing more than gymnastic exercise. 
The dance of Salome and the spring dance, as they have 
been done by a score or more of dancers recently, are 
little more than refined acrobatic settings. The meaninz 
and spirit of the dances have been lost. I believe correct 
costuming plays an important part in dancing. To make 
my work complete, I study every detail of the costume 
until I believe 1 have succeeded in rescuing and preserving 
their fdl] meaning. 

“In my work in sculpture I seck to bring out. the 
meaning of the motion of the Greek drama. In modeling 
in clay I can portray but a single fleeting thought. WH 1 
had a model as alive and plastic as is my clay 1 could 
catch not one but every meaning of every motion. It 
was to do this that I started to interpret the Gircek dances 
myself.” 

Mrs. Moore has put such exquisite grace and motion 
into her modeling that many of the ficnres seem to 
breathe and dance with joy, This is shown im the cay, 
graceful greenroom sketch of Mime. Sabaret. The «ame 
beautiful, plastic repose is seen in the statuette of the 
little boy playing on the sand, and in the head of Miss 
Leyendecker. The poetic inspiration, thought, and classic 
repose that the Greeks understood and loved so well and 
expressed in al] their arfs are charmingly symbolized in 
the panel of a mother and child. Mrs. Moore in her ork 
demonstrates that all art is really one. It is a complete 
expression of motion and of beauty.

The importance of these excavations is due. 


to the fact that some of the most famous 
paintings and drawings of the sixteenth cen- 
tury, when the baths of Trajan were more 
easily aceessible, were copied, often errone- 
eualy, from the beautiful mural decorations, 
which the removal of the accumulated earth 
is now bringing to light. 

Descending from a lovely orange garden 
into the underground passages the investi- 
gators found themselves in the room, marked 
No. 80 on Dr. Weege's plan, in a niche of 
which the famous Laocoon is said to have 


been found in 1506. During the last few days 
a marble hand of the same marble as the 
Laocoon Was unearthed, and it was hoped 
that ‘it might prove to be part of the missing 
limb of the statue. 

Of the mural paintings the most interest- 
ing is that of a warrior with nodding belmet, 
2 woman holding a child (clearly visible in 
the painting, and another women in the back- 
ground) where a gate anf battlements are 
also noticeable.

by Illinois Women in Parade

HE national suffrage parade held in 

Washington on Monday afternoon is 

considered by leaders in the movement 

to “e the strc-—est argum-—it for ex- 

ter“ing the fr-nchiee to ween that 
has ever been given the people of the United 
States. Several of the time honored argu- 
Ments constantly in use with anti-euffragists 
were refuted by the marchers. After wit- 
Ressing the calm and courageous conduct 
of the women in the pageant it can never 
again be justly said that women are too 
emotional to be given the ballot. 

As Mrs. Grace Wilbur Trout, president of 
the IWinois Equal Suffrage association and 
commander in chief of the Illinois delega- 
tion, told the crowd of more than 500 people 
who gathered on the corner of Pennsylvania 
avenue and Seventh street to héar her speak, 
the utter lack of response from the police 
Gepartment revealed with telling clearness 
the result. of indirect influence of women 
upon those to whom they appeal for protec- 
tion. 

“ The parade committee,” sald Mrs. Trout, 
“ made repeated efforts to have congress, the 
war department, and the police commis- 
sioners of Washington provide sufficient po- 
Mee protection for paraders along the line of 
march, to insure the safety not only of the | 
suffragiste themselves but of the thougands 
of people who gathered to witness the pag- 
eant. Because they did not have ihe mighty 
power of the vete to strengthen their de- 
inands practically no satisfaction was given 
them and on Monday afternoon the crowd 
was allowed to insult, jeer, spit upon, and 
abuse the marchers without even an attempt 
on the part of the police to restrain them." 

The injustice shown the women by the fail- 
ure of the police department to provide them 
adequate protection in the national capital 
of our country demonstrated that women 


will never be aseured of proper protection 


wntli the franchise is extended to them. 
-e- 


Illinois Delegation Awes. 

That the sentiment of the people would 
Ghange was evident. They stood quietly 
listening for more than two hours to the 
forceful arguments put forward in brilliant 
manber by Mrs. Trout. Even small boys 
were respectfully silent. At 6 o'clock, the 
hour when the permit for the street meeting 
expired, Mrs. Trout stepped down from her 
red automobile, saying as she did so, “‘ My 
friends, since you have not left me I have to 
leave you.”” Many of the men lingered as 
the motor drove away, loudly cheering and 
applauding. 

The Illinois delegation fared far better than 
most of the marchers frogm the estates who 
had little or no training and drilling for the 
march, 

Mrs. George 8. Welles never missed any 
opportunity to prepare her troops for the 
ordeal in Washington. In Chicago, stations 
en route to Washington, and in the capital 
they were made thoroughly familiar with 
Grill regulations. : 

Spectators who had received many of the 
preceding sections of the parade with taunts 
and jeers grew silent and respectful ag tlie 


Illinois delegation approached. . “Mrs. Welles’ 

soldierly handling of her baton, the rapt ex- 
pression of spiritual elation which shone 
from the face of Mrs. Trout, the martial béear- 
mg of the xelegates in their trig tallored 
suits and artistic white capes and stoles, in- 
epired the crowds with an awe that amount- 
ed to reverénce. An interesting member of 
the IlMinole delegation was Mrs. Genevieve 
Stone, who fell in line with the marchers 
only a moment bef@re the parade started on 
ite/way. Representative Claude U. Stone is 
her husband and she is one of the few wives 
of congressmen to stand forth bravely and 
announce her faith in the franchise for 
women. She was chairmen of the committee 
which had supervision of the delegations of 
marchers in the procession from noneuffrage 
states. She has been one of the most ardent 
supporters of the parade and has worked 
ceaselessly to make it a notable event in sui 
frage history. 

Mrs. Stone an Enthusiast. 

All of the arrangements for the parade had 
to be made with the difficulty of insufficent 
funds. Two stenographers and telephone 
operators were the only women to receive 
remuneration. With much more work avc- 
cumulating than the stenographers could 
possibly care for, Mrs. Stone sent out all the 
circulars and addressed envelopes herself. 
Every answer to innumerable questions asked 
of her with regard to arrangements for the 
parace she wrote in long hand. During the 
two months preceding the pageant, while 
preperatioOns were going on, she addressed 
over 3,000 letters. Mrs. Stone isa fine, highiy 
cukKtured young woman, who is greatly in- 
terested in her husband's political career. 
Her nature is too serious for society to make 
a strong appeal to her, so she spends t).e 
most of her time in Washington in advancing 
the work of her suffrage organization. She 
ig mucl interested in women’s clubs, and 
also works with educational associations 
with which she is familiar. Before her mar- 
riage she was a high school teacher. 

Mrs. Stone is one of the type of “ born” 
suffragists, but never became actively inter- 
ested until she heard Miss Harriet Grim give 
her. suffrage addrese at Peoria three years 
ago. On going to Washington to be with 
her husband Mrs. Stone became identified 
with the Anthony league and the. National 
Suffrage association. Unlike many enthusi- 
astic suffragists, she never tried to forse 
suffrage upon Representative Stone, who 
was only mildly interested in it. but he al- 
ways announced himself a suffragist because 
of the apparent right of women to the bailot, 
and also on account of his respect for Mrs. 
Stone’s convictions. 

Mre. Stone told an amusing story of ber 
husband's interest in the parade to Mrs. 
Trout. It seems that Congfessman Stone 
has alwaye mede it a point.to be present st 
roll call in congress. On Monday morning ‘ie 
announced to Mrs. Stone that as he con- 
sig@ered the procession of more importance 
he should miss roll call, for the first time 
since his attendance in congress. Upon his 
return home in the evening he said: “ The 
parade progressed so slowly that I missed 
two roll calls. However, nothing could have 
induced- me to stay away. After seeing the 
disgraceful treatment to which the women 
were subjected by the spectators I shal! no 
longer merely stand for woman's suffragc. 
Lintend tomakeafightforit. From this day 
I shall be a militant guffraget man.”

CHINA UNDER THE HEEL. 

There is not much in the known record 
of the dealings of the United States with the 
Chinese republic which flatters the Ameri 
can code of honor. A clear understand’ng 
of the part we have taken in the affairs of 
thie new nation ie not easy to be had. The 
facts are behind the curtain, and the trath 
may be elsewhere than it seema, but what is 
known wil] require much explanation to give 
it a fair aspect. 

If the United States has not been a party 
to an unworthy, cruel, and despotic intrigue 
against the stability of the new Chinese gov- 
ernment and against the integrity of the 
Chinese dominions, the seeming of the thing 
does American administration a severe in- 
justice. 

It is reported and it is easily believable 
that the republic finds itself in hazards be- 
cause it cannot lay hands upon sufficient 
money even to pay its troops. The fault is 
mot with the Chinese government. It can 
go to the banks with good securities. Hu- 
miliating conditions to safeguard the great 
loan needed by the government have been 
accepted of necessity, but the six power 
group has gone from one objection to an- 
other, delaying the moment when China 
could get its funds and meanwhile standing 
in the way of any other money supply. 
Birch Crisp, the Englishman, endeavored to 
carry a daring piece of financing through 
against the allied nations and relieve the 
immediate necessities of the Chinese, but 
even so enlightened a government as the 
British presented the appearance of a scared 
and secandalized grandmother in represent- 
ing to Crisp the audacious impertinence of 
his undertaking, and evidently representing

LOSSES THAT PAY. 

The attempt to make factories safe from 
fire and fire panics threatens to entail ex- 
penditures of millions to holders of real 
estate in the business and manufacturing 
sections of New York City. Twodozen bills 
are pending in the legislature of that state 
calling upon property owners to remodel 
their old structures so as to make them fire- 
proof, or else forbidding the use ef such 
premises as factories. 

Asay one of these bills, if it becomes a 
law, will alter considerably the industrial 
map of the city. Thousands of manufac 
turers may be compelled to move their es- 
tablishments into modern loft buildings 
miles away from their present location. 
Hundreds of property owners will have to 
expend large sums in remodeling their old 
buildings. There will be losses either way. 
Perhaps this onslaught is too sudden, dras- 
tic, and inclusive. Perhaps some of the 
bills are “ fetchers ” or “ghakedowns.” But 
some must be honest and well considered. 

At any rate, 
should not stand in the way of rational need- 
ed legislation. Reform is alwaysexpensive. 


But it is not as expensive as the catas- | 


trophes which sometimes result from the. 
lack of reform. New York can afford to 
pay a high price to avoid another such 
frightful loss of life as was caused by the 
Triangle fire. 


A NEW MUNICIPAL IDEA. 

The numerous investigations of vice and 
crime which have been held of late in this 
and in other cities bring home a sense of 
something lacking ip our city governments. 
At one time it is the aldermanie body that 
investigates vice. At another a senatorial 
commission is carrying on such investiga- 
tions. Vital factsare uncovered. But what 
use is made of these facts? And where and 
what is that particular body in the city 
government that should take hold of these 
facts and make them the foundation for re- 
forms? 

The city of Schenectady, N. Y., thinks 
it has discovered what that something lack- 
ing is and has supplied it. Mayor Lunn 
of Schenectady has created recently a 
new city department known as the board 
of public welfare. The function of this 
board is to act as a “clearing house of 
the city’s efforts to make itself cleaner, 
sounder, and happier.” It studies the prob- 
lems of poverty, vice, and crime. After the 
facts have been ascertained it proceeds to 
find a remedy and formulates definite lines 
of action. 

This step, while taken by a Socialist ex- 
ecutive, is far from being either utopian or 
revolutionary. in fact it is thoroughly in 
eccord with the larger aims and purposes 
of a twentieth century city. Chicago is. 
closely approaching this Schenectady 
seheme in its morals commission idea. 


A LABORATORY OF CRIME. 
Nothing shows progress in social intelli- 
gence more than a determination to study 
dhe problem of crime scientifically, Hy- 
manitarian sentiment sometimes degener- 
ates into costly sentimentality in this 
field, while the crude methods of arbitrary 
legal punishment are now recognized not 
only as offensive to higher standards of 

justice, but wasteful and ineffectual. 
What civilized peoples are coming to 
realize is that crime has sources in dis- 
ease, and that the study of the heredity 
and environment ef afenders is of para- 
mount importance. Society is waking to 
the truth that prevention is less exnensive

In the meanwhile Great Britain, pursuing, 
reluctantly, we hope, but nevertheless ruth- 
leasiy, the oblique policy of coercing China 
into the Indian opium trade, gets itself into 
obloguy by sophistical representations de- 
signed to prevent the rigorous execution of 
the Chimese policy of suppressing a vice 
which was destroying the nation. 

The millions which Indian banks and mer- 
chants have tied up in a villainous com- 
modity for which China has offered the only 
large and certain market is the miserable 
excuse for this bit of inhumanity. 

The aggressions against Chinese territory 
are daring and resolute. Great Britain, 
which came out of the Persian dispute little 
to the liking of its own statesmen, reversed 
its policy when a similar issue was raised in 
Tibet and China could be made the sufferer. 
The suzerainty of China in Tibet need not 
be defended, but the intent to increase the 
embarrassments of the new republic is trans- 
parent. 

To the Chinese the situation in Mongolia 
is desperate, and with the republic impover- 
ished, it becomes mere desperate. Hungry 


‘mations want the territory of the Chinese 


and contribute to the causes which threaten 


the stability of its government and deprive 


it of power to defend itself. 
Against all this the United States might 


have been expected to protest if for none 


other than selfish reasons. We certainly 
shall be put aside with the rind of the 
cheese if it comes to spoliation. If our gov- 
ernment were willing to lay aside scruples 
it might be expected to look for profits. 
Every tradition that American honor 


trigue such as this. If itis a piece of neces- 
sity that the United States join in the loan 
group, as it may be, it ig not a piece of neces- 
sity that it yield to the devices which defeat 
the purpose for which the loan is asked, and 
it is net a piece of necessity that the moral 
support which this government could give 
the Chinese be entirely withheld. 

We are in a Eurepean entanglement about 
as deep as any timid patriot a hundred years 
ago might have feared we would get. When 
the infant American republic was a beggar 
on the market, without money, without a 
currency system, without revenue, and yir- 
tually without a government which could 
offer security, or even a fair promise of re- 
payment, money was givenit. We makea 
strange spectacle now. 

We trust that Mr. Bryan will see with 
more credit to the American nation what 
Mr. Knox would not see, and that President 
Wilson will find himself wholly in acéord 
with the policy of his secretary of state. 


AMERICANIZING NEWCOMERS.

SAVING DELINQUENT BOYS. 

Opportunities for play are becoming 
more and more circumscribed im the large 
city. What was fun to the lad of thirty 
years ago, when practiced by the young- 
ster of today often lands him in the Ju 
venile court as a delinquent. This de- 
linguent boy, especially if he is a first 
offender, cannot be treated as a criminal 
What he needs is not a prison sentence, 
but to be sent to a school where he can 
be rehabilitated and restored to the com- 
munity as a good citizen. 

At present there is but one such train- 
ing school for delinquent boys im this 
state. It is at St. Charles, Ill, and is 
greatly overcrowded. Time and again it 
turns delinquents away from its doors, 
For want of better institutions these are 
sent to the penitentiaries or reform 
schools, where, instead of being restored 
to the community, they become criminals 
through association with hardened law- 
breakers. 

Friends of these boys, among them 
Judge Merritt W., Pinckney of Chicago 
and Judge W. M. Vandeventer of Hast 


before the state legislature in their inter- 
est. The bill asks for an appropriation 
with which to establish another training 
school on the plan of the one maintained 
at St. Charles. 

The city council of Chicago adopted a 
resolution recently favoring the granting 
of this appropriation. Many other cities 
throughout the state join in the appeal 
for another training school for delinquents, 
This appeal should be heeded by the 
legislature. Money spent in the saving of 
delinguent children is profitably invested. 


SHORT BALLOT ADVANCES. 

One of the most encouraging signs of 
the times is the growth of sentiment 
among political jeaders in favor of the re- 
duction of eléttivs' offices. The blanket 
ballot as an example of how to prevent 
the pedple from ruling is now being recog- 
nized for what it is. 

Evidence of this is to be found in the 
recent messages and inaugural addresses of 
governors. In the month of January 
eleven executives indorsed some form of 
short ballot legislation. Besides these 
recommendations from the executive 
branch, constitutional amendments have 
been proposed in the legislatures of New 
York, Ohio, Michigan, lowa, New Mex- 
ico, and Idaho. It algo is wegiiy of note 
that the president of the United States ig 
also president of the Nationa] Short Ballo; 
association. 

Gov. Dunne’s recommendation for short- 
ening our ballot should insure at least 
a genuine effort at legislation during the 
present session, after the senatorial in- 
cubus is removed. Certainly a state 
which has one of the worst blanket bal- 
lots in the country, and has paid the 


, price In boss rule, should be ready for 


advance along this line We shall not 
get the full benefit, or even the greater 
part of the benefit, sought by the direct 
primary until we concentrate responsibil- 
ity, and make it possible for voters to 
know whom they are ntaking responsible. 

We 
cannot afford to make officials by the 
bushel. 


WASTEFUL DUPLICATION. 

Two chauffeurs were arrested on the 
same day for driving the same kind of an- 
tomobiles at the same rate of speed, twenty- 
two miles an hour. One was caught on 
Michigan avenue at Twelfth street and the 
other on Wabash avenue at Twelfth street. 
They were taken to the same police sta- 
tion. They appeased at the same time be- 


.fore the same judge, attended by the same 


clerk and the same bailiff. Both offenders 


‘jeopardized the safety of pedestrians to the 


same degree. Both received the same pen- 


alty. 

But for each case there was a different 
prosecutor. The Wabash avenue driver 
was prosecuted by an assistant state's at- 
torney. This man had violated @ state 
law. The Michigen avenue offender was 
prosecuted by an assistant city prosecutor. 
He had violated a park ordinance and by 
an arrangement between the south park 
commission and the city ean assistant city 
prosecutor appears in such cases. One pros- 
ecutes violations of ordinances, the other of 
statutes. 

In each of the branch Municipal courts 
located in police stations there are these 
two prosecutors. The only benefit of the 
duplication is twe jobs. One capable at- 
terney could prosecute both violations of 
laws and ordinances. 

There is no good reagon why the jobs 
should not be merged. Let the state’s at- 
torney appoint as hie assistants in these 
police courts the assistant city prosecutors. 
Then the county board could pay the city 
one-half of the cost of this prosedtting and 
beth would save one-half of the expense 
anew incurred.

About a year ago, when Surgeon General 
Blue took charge of the public health sgerv- 
ice, he greatly improved its weekly bulle- 
tin, called Public Health Reports. That 
publication is now up to where the Chicago 
bulletin started in 1898. Ite ecientific and 
administrative matter ie much better than 
the bulletins of that day, while its statistical 
matter, by reagom of fundamental differ- 
ences, ie far less complete than some of the 
city and state health departmenta! bulletins 
of the "90s carried. The above statement of 
comparison refers to the type of bulletin and 
not to the details of treatment. 


2 

In 1903 I talked with the president of one 
state board of health and the secretary of 
another relative to that radical gutter 
snipe, the Chicago Bulletin. They spared 
no words in condemning this sheet which 
dared to work along such unorthodox lines, 
Reynolds and Reilly had the courage of 
their convictions, and the bulletin became 
more popular in type as time went on. 

In 1907 the Ohieago department of health 
was incorporated with the secretary of state 
as a teaching institution with the title ““Chi- 
cago School of Sanitary Instruction,” and 
the bulletin was entered as second class mat- 
ter. 

This radical and revolutionary procedure 
—incorporation of the health department as 
a teaching institution—has not been fol- 
lowed by any other department. While this 
statement is technically true, the spirit of 
the age is the diffusion of sanitary inmstruc- 
tion and, in this work, health departments 
have taken prominent positions. 

The change in the bulletin, made im 1907, 
converted it from a galley sheet document 
mailed, stamped in envelopes, and, there- 
fore, expensive and ineflicient, to @ four- 
page bulletin, with a circulation of several 
thousand, and that, too, without material 
increase in expense. 

However, everything undergoes evolution, 
and yarious departments of health are now 
out-Hereding Herod. The Chicago bulle- 
tin is new a rather conservative document, 
as compared with some of the health depart- 
ment preachmentsa. 


_ 

More than a hundred years ago, Benjamin 
Franklin had developed a useful instrument 
called Benjamin Franklin’s Poor Richard's 
Almanac. After a while this field was occu- 
pied by the patent medicine people, who 
mixed truth with many lies and used the 
compound for the purpose of exploiting their 
wares. 

The truths in these almanacs were so 
much needed that nearly every home kept 
one of these paper-backed volumes hanging 
by the fireside, and, incidentally, kept a few 
bottles of bitters in the cupboard. 

Fifty years ago Kansas and Virginia were 
at each other's throats over the issue of 
humanslavery. For the last five years Kan- 
sas and Virginia have been vying with each 
other in an effort to bring the almanac into 
its own—competitors in an effort to make 
the almanac serve as an agent for the end- 
ing of another type of human slavery—sla- 
very to preventable disease. 

The Kansas almanac for 1912 containg

The purpose of a health almanac is well 
expressed in the foreword of the Kansas 
almanac for 1913, reading as follows: 

“The Kansas state board of health aims 
to keep before the people at all times the 
saving truths of public health. The depart- 
ment does not wish to impress the people of 
the state once a year with an aray of mean- 
Inglegs statistics. It does not wish to sound 
a single trumpet warning against one dis- 
ease. It wishes, as far as possible, to in- 
form every citizen, every day of the year, 
that much sicknegs ig useless and much dis- 
ease preventable. 

“This almanac is issued in accordance 
with this aim. By it the department hopes 
to give every citizen who wishes it daily in- 
formation about the more prevalent diseases 
anc to remind him, ag he reads the hour of 
sunrise or sunset, that every hour can aid 
in the conquest of disease. 

“This almanac contains only the known 
and tested facts of sanitary science. There 
is no speculating, no theorizing. Any man 
can accept as tried and proved every asser- 
tion made here regarding disease. Any man 
accepting these facts, practicing these prin- 
ciples, may be assured that this labor wil} 
bring him better return than any similar 
investment he can make. 

“The department trusts this almanac will 
be hung on the corner of every mantel in 
Kansas, to be used frequently, to be consult- 
ed regularly. Preserve this little pamphlet, 
It may seve a life. It may prevent much 
sickness. It will ene help towards a 
healthier, happier life 

“ Critical readers in looking over the tm- 
portant days listed in the body of the al- 
magec may fail to find reference to some of 

the important events in Kansas history, 
Space preventing the recording of more than 
a single event that occurred on the same 
day, the editor was obliged to select the 
one which, in his judgment, wae the moat 
important to the state at large, or which

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LA MARQUISE DE FONTENOY. 


LTHOUGH the German crown prince 
and crown princess have been mar- 
ried for eight years and their union 
has been blessed with four boys— 
namely: the Princes William, Louis 

Ferdinand, Hubert, and Frederick—yet they 
are only now receiving one of their most im- 
portant wedding presents. 

When their engagement was officially an- 
nounced it was resolved that the principal 
cities of Prussia should unite in making a 
wedding gift to the young couple. A com- 
mittee was formed and it decided upon 4 
silver table service. 

This service, which is a superb work of 
art, has taken all these eight years to com- 
plete. Many of the pieces are repreductions 
of the finest specimens of the German silver- 
smith’s art in the period of the Renaissance. 
There are 1038 magnificent centerpieces of 
a purely decorative character; 503 dishes, 
salvers, bread baskets, ewers, basins, etc.;

MENDING MISFITS IN THE 
WORLD WORKSHOPS 


By HUGO MUNSTERBERG 


Professor of Psychology and Director of 
the Harvard Psychological Laboratory. 


HE CONSCIENCE of the nation 
T has been stirred by the alarming 

records of national waste, and a 
tremendous effort has been made to 
stop this inexcusable devastation of the 
treasures of the country in forests and 
mines and rivers. But the social con- 
sciousness is still too little impressed 
by the fact that after all the worst 
and the most criminal waste of na- 
tional assets is;the ‘careless destruc- 
tion of humag.material and personal 
energies. To be sure, the physicians 


do their best to keep the human ma-' 


chines in running order, and number- 
less schemes of hygiene are aimed 
toward the prevention of sickness and 
bodily harm. The friends of interna- 
tional arbitration insist that wars must 
be stopped in order to avoid that 
wanton squandering of human life on 
the battlefield. The friends of eugen- 
ies try to help. by their careful selee- 
tion of those who are to marry. And 
yet, whoever looks deeper into our 
social mechanism ought to recognize 
that. human life is erippled and 
crushed not only on the sickbed and on 
the battleground, but everywhere that 
a human being is forced into a life 
work for which he is unfit and through 
which the development of his ener- 
gies and the unfolding of his mind is 
made impossible. 

Our social structure is one of the 
most subtle differentiation. Every 
place, from that which the laborer fills 
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through a sea of swan’s down; the dogs followed 
listlessty; the partners leaned against the stubborn 
load. -

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TEMPERING THE LAW IN DIXI 
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—HE NEGRO, consciously or uncon- 
sciously, occupies a mental attitude 
toward the law that is essentially an- 
tagonistic to that of the average white 
man. Blacks hide each other from the 
officers and refuse to give information, 
which constitutes a grave factor in the 
Southern problem. If a stranger should appear in 
a negro settlement and ask for a certain man, the 
neighbors will stolidly deny all knowledge of him. 
And the deputy sheriff seeking information is sure 
not to get it. 

There are, perhaps, two reasons for this; one deep 
and racial, the other a reason that shames the white 
man and his boasted law. The first cause goes to the 
very core of things. The Anglo-Saxon for ages has 
guarded that priceless heritage he calls the law. 
Detail by detail, the traditions of his race bring down 
to him the story of how each precious privilege was 
won. His right to bear arms; his right to know the 
exact nature of a criminal charge against him; pre- 
sentment by a grand jury; speedy and public trial 
by a jury of his peers; to be confronted by the 
witnesses; to be heard in his own defense — every 
line and syllable of that story is written in the best 
blood that warms his veins, poured out upon a hun- 
dred battlefields. In his heart the Anglo-Saxon says: 
“The law is mine, for I have made it.” Somewhere 
in the depths of every white nature lurks a pride in 
the work of these forefathers, and an instinctive 
desire to uphold it. 

The negro race, through its thousands of jungle 
years, made no such laws; jungle hearts beat to the 
stirrings of no such impulse. To the negro law means 
an irksome collar that somebody els¢ has riveted to 
his neck. The same might also be said of many 
immigrants, newly ar- : 
rived upon our shores, 


income is dependent upon convi.tion, it is remarkable 
indeed when a can be acquitted in their courts. 
Of course, this is not universal; there are many 
honest justices and excellént constables. But there 
are too many of the other kind. 

The fine — the state’s portion — is often remitted 
and the negro allowed to pay his costs in weekly 
instalments. It is no uncommon thing for the con- 
stable to go on Saturday evening to some mill or 
public work where negroes are employed and meet 
them as they come out of the office with their pay. 
Here the white official receives his weekly blackmail, 
and the negro may know perfectly well that he has 
been guilty of no crime. But it is cheaper for him 
to submit to this extortion than to employ a lawyer 
and to fight. 


| P's us suppose a case: A working negro who gets 
mine dollars a week is arrested, charged with some 
trivial offense. The question of his guilt or inno- 
cence cuts no figure, and may be disregarded. The 
only question to the constable is whether the negro 
has a job and can pay a fine. He is fined one dollar, 
and nine dollars costs. It would cost the negro ten 
dollars to employ a lawyer, and it’s just as easy to 
pay one man as the other. By paying the constable 
he keeps on friendly terms; by fighting his case he 
only paves the way for another arrest. So the negro 
goes to a money-lender and borrows the ten dollars, 
giving a bill of sale of his household furniture. He 
agrees to pay this loan shark twenty-five per cent 
interest a month — “two bits on the dollar,” as the 
negro puts it. 

By no possibility ean this negro ever hope to get 
ten dollars to repay the original debt. He simply 
takes upon himself the lifelong burden of two dollars
